Cheers Fill the’ Chamber as 
’ Greatest Building Program. 
Since 1916 Is Approved. 


NOW GOES. TO THE SENATE 


Measure Calls for 15 Cruisers 
and an Aircraft-Carrier ata 
Total Cost of $274,000,000.

WASHINGTON,. March 17.—The 
Naval Building bill, offered in be- 
half .of the. Committee’ on . Naval 
Affairs by Chairman Butler, which 
authorizes the construction of fifteen 
light cruisers and.one aircraft.car- 
rier at a total ‘cost’ of $274,000,000, 
was passed by the. House today by, a 
vote of 287.t0 58. ‘‘Big navy’’ leaders 
cheered as the House ‘thus gave its 
approval ake “Jatgest addition to 
the fleet aut id. since . 1916. 

As the bill goes to the Senate t 
providés ‘for’ -toti cruisefs“eath |” 
ot.the fifteen to.cokt $17,000,000" 

a limit of cost on the ai: 

rier of $19,000,000. The cruisers are 
to be laid down at the rate of five a 
year in the fiscal years 1929, 1930 and 
1931.' The carrier’must be-laid down 
prior to June 30; 1930. 

‘ The bill does not fix any time for 
the completion.of this construction. 
It does, however; contain provisions 
requiring the Secretary of the Navy 


to submit annual estimates to carry 
on the ‘work. 


Measure Bitterly Fought. 
According to leaders in Congress, 
the Butler bill was more bitterly op- 
posed by peace organizations and 


“pacifists’” than any measure of the 
same character that has beén con- 
sidered in the House in many years. 
The opposition was active before the 
Naval Affairs Committee, and was 
voiced in the three-day debate that 
preceded tlie passage of the measure. 
Leaders of the drive to defeat the 
bill, headed ‘by Frederick J.° Libby, 
Secretary of the National Council for 
the Prevention of War, ‘oceupied 
most of the front row of the'visitors’ 
geeery the ea voted. ee

ine the relation of mass to*energy; 
be emitted in the form ‘of ether 
waves when the primordial positive 
and negative electrons ‘unite.to cre- 
ate helium atoms and. other light 
atoms such as oxygen and silicon, 
magnesium and iron..

Joseph M. Price, Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees of the City Club, 
wrote to Mayor Walker yesterday 
protesting against. any appropriation 
by the Board of Estimate to pay 
Connolly's ‘expenses.

Most Attacks.on Civic Freedom 
“Occur "There, Civil Liberties 
Union: Report Asserts. 


CONDEMNS COLORADO ALSO 


Boston, ‘Philadelphia, Scranton, 


Wilkes-Barre, Newark Worst 
for “Arbitrary Action.” 


Pennsylvania is described ‘as ‘‘the 
worst State in the Union from the 
point of view of the number: and 
variety of attacks on the rights of 
freedom of speech, press and assem- 
blage,”” in a communication made 
public yesterday by 'the Ameritan 
Civil. Liberties ‘Union. ‘The state- 
ment, signed by Dr. Harry F. Ward, 
Chairman of the Union, and. Roger 
N. Baldwin and ‘Forrest Bailey, di- 
rectors, says that while on the whole 
“open: violations of civil liberties are 
fewer now. than in recent years, a 
state of settled intolerance’ exists 
over large’ parts of the country 
which breaks out into open attacks 
on civil rights whenever any crisis 
arises.’’

Dr. Simpson goes on to point out 
that the mean July temperature near 
the North Pole is 31 degrees F., _ 
tically the freezing point. tt 
found that the corresponding tem- 
perature at the South Pole dur 
the Antarctic Summer month 
January to. be —19 degrees F, In 
other words the South Pole is fifty 
degrees colder than the North Pole. 


Coldest Spot on Earth.

LABRADOR LITTORAL 
RICH IN RESOURCES 


Newfoundland’s Survey of Terri- 


tory Confirms Reports of Its 
Great Nataral Wealth. 





The Government of Newfoundland 
has just completed a survey of the 
Labrador littoral of 120,000 square 
miles which it won from the Govern- 
ment of Quebec a year ago by a de- 
cision of the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council in London, thereby 
terminating a long lawsuit. The 
survey shows the actual and po- 
tential wealth of the littoral to be 
even greater than was at first 
deemed possible. 

Through the centre of Labrador 
flows the Hamilton Aiver, which at 
one point in its course has a sudden 
drop of 200 feet and at another, 
twenty miles down stream, of 315 
feet into a broad, deep basin, which 
has navigable connection with the 
Hamilton Inlet of the Atlantic. It 
has been calculated that at an ex- 
pense one-tenth as costly as the 
Canadian installation at Ni 
these falls could be made to pr 
over 4,300,000 horsepower. ey ‘a 
the Cambrian region within a radius 
of seventy-five miles of the falls 
were found rich deposits of hematite, 
magnetite, siderite rich in manga- 
nese, whose yield in metallic iron has 
been estimated as varying between 
40 and 55 per cent. 

While the territory was still in dis- 
pute the Hudson Bay Company pur- 
chased the fishery rights from 
Revillon Fréres, including the control 
of the stores and factories of the 
Moravian Missions. This title has 
now been confirmed by the New- 
foundland Government, so that the 
exploitation of this indastty will be- 
gin at once.

Joint Policy Toward America. 


Toward America the two powers 
have begun to study a common policy 
which will not in the least be anti- 
American, but simply one of precau- 
tion. It is no secret that in Downing 
Street and at the Quai d’Orsay Wash- 
ington’s judgment on world affairs 
is not considered always as the last 
word in wisdom, however excellent 
may be the intentions behind the 
State Department’s various proposals.

DATA CONFIRM DROP 
IN BRITISH BIRTH RATE 


Figures for Last Quarter of 1927 
Show Ratio of Deaths as Less 
Than in 1926, However. 





Certain figures were contained in 
a cable dispatch from London, ap- 
pearing Feb. 26. which disclosed that 
the lowest birth rate ever recorded 
in Great Britain had been registered 
in the year 1927, and that the first 
weeks of the present year showed 
no improvement. Further figures 
dealing also with deaths and mar- 
riages are now at hand from the 
returns made by the Registrar Gen- 
eral at London on Feb. 25. For the 
fourth quarter of 1927 the report 
shows: 

The live births registered numbered 
152,754 and were 11,255 less than in 
the preceding quarter and 11,643 be- 
low the number recorded in the cor- 
regen Fe of 1926.

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WAR AND WISHING. 


One reason for the lack of enthusiastic 
public response’ to Secretary KELLOGG’S 
diplomatic notes and recent address on 
the subject of renouncing war is a gen- 
eral feeling that he has left the matter 
too. much in the air of merely a pious 
aspiration. What he wants, we all want, 
but when we stop to think about it we 
know that the only way *o abolish war is 
to ‘put sémethitig effective in its stead. 
Hostilities cannot be averted by simply 
wishing: that they» might. never occur. 
Mr. KELLOGG ‘hiniself virtually assents to 
this view when he admits that the dis- 
claimer of war in the preamble to the 
recent arbitration treaty with France has 
no binding effect. It is really no more 
than an. amiable flourish of international 
frieridship.. And evidently one might go 
further and say that a universal treaty, 
such as the Secretary of State desires, 
would have no: great value in actually 
outlawing or forever preventing war if 
it confined itself'to vague and magnilo- 
quent ‘protestations of a desiré for end- 
less peace... There .must be, as. Professor 
SHOTWELL points out in the latest num- 
ber of. Foreign ‘Affaires, positive, defi- 
nite and workable alternatives for war 
if war is forever to be banished among 
the civilized nations. 

This is an international concern, and 
must be dealt with internationally. Sec- 
retary KELLOGG has grasped this truth so 
far as clearly perceiving the need of the 
widest cooperation, but has not gone the 
full length of advocating international 
agencies for the accomplishment of the 
object which he has ct heart. He is for 
arbitration, in its limited sphere, for con- 
ciliation, for conference. But, as Pro- 
fessor SHOTWELL shows, & mere confer- 
ence between two nations in danger of 
embroilment will not necessarily suffice 
to keep the peace, Larger interests must 
be brought in, and a wider circle of con- 
ferees invoked... Here is where the effec- 
tiveness.of American anti-war diplomacy 
is seriously hampered. There exists a 
great international organization for re- 
straining would-be belligerents, but from 
it the United States holds aloof. Secre- 
tary KELLOGG speaks with great respect 
of the League of Nations, but is now dis- 
abled from working freely and fully with 
it. ‘Thus his plight—we may say our 
national plight—is an illustration of the 
Temark of GOLDSMITH that it is “the 
solécism of power” to desire strongly an 
end without’ fn'the least being willing to 
adopt the means to it.

Now the country is seeing to what 
dishonest equivocations and shifts, some 
frankly dishonorable and some incon- 
sistent with any delicate sense of honor, 
the party management, with the knowl- 
edge of eminent Republicans of unbleri- 
ished name, has resorted. The size of 
Republican campaign funds, their meth- 
ods of collection and use, have long bred 
suspicion and often scandal. In the last 
two campaigns no money was really 
needed. Yet the Republican fat-friers 
spent millions for nothing; got into a 
hole; “touched” piteh, and for years 
succeeded in covering up their tracks. 
The present Treasurer of the Republican 
National Committee, obtuse and unre- 
pentant, predicts that this year there will 
be 90,000 contributors to the campaign 
fund instead of the 150,000 of 1924, and 
that “the amount will be whatever is 
“necessary for the conduct of a proper 
“ campaign.” 

This sort of talk must make thought- 
ful Republicans wince. “The conduct of 
& proper campaign” to an officer of a 
Republican National Committee is the 
exact opposite of “the proper conduct 
of a campaign.” We take it that wealthy 
Republicans are now pretty well scared; 
and that many of them will be mighty 
chary with their checks to the collectors 
of “soap.” We take it, too, that there 
is common sense enough among influ- 
ential Republicans not to fall again into 
that violent and repeated bleeding of 
purses which has brought the party into 
such doubt and fear, and disgusted such 
@ multitude of Republicans. Reform 
may come too late; but it must come, 
The thinner the campaign chest is the 
better. The collection. and the account- 
ing must be straightforward and above- 
board. Even then there will be much 
incredulity. 

The talk of restitution is nonsense. 
There must be reform, repentance and 
works meet for repentance. The time is 
short. The score of excess, the ancient 
blackmail, suspicion and evidence of 
crookedness are intolerably long. Stu- 
dents of the punishment of the wicked 
will notice cynically that transactions 
which, in “the best days of the party,” 
would have been considered rather a 
good joke, perhaps to be boasted of at a 
dinner, now sicken the public conscience 
and give gooseflesh even to politicians of 
known easiness of moral digestion. The 
oil flowed along. People seemed to get 
used to it, and nobody but the Democrats 
to mind it. Is the oil getting afire? 
That is the thought that wrinkles au- 
gust brows. 


BALFOUR’S SPEECHES. 


The collection of “Speeches and Ad- 
dresses of the Earl of BALFouR,’ just 
published by DOUBLEDAY, DorAN & CoO., 
appears to have been made in disregard 
of the low estimate of speeches given by 
another copious British ‘ speech-maker, 
Lord Rosesery. In his volume about 
PEEL, he wrote that “ speeches, as a rule, 
“even the best, are as évanescent as 
“ fireworks or thistledown: they are ex- 
“plored for untimely quotation during 
“the speaker’s life, and when that useful 
* purpose ceases at his death, they cease 
“to be opened at all.” However, it is 
not Lord BALFouR’s own work. The se- 
lection has been made by his niece, Mrs. 
DuepAte. In a prefatory note Lord BAL- 
FOUR explains that he does not propose 
himself to read the speeches, except the 
two which he has gone over for correc- 
tion. The rest are just as he uttered 
them, extemporary from his mother wit. 

The addresses here gathered are not 
the dead record which some might ex- 
pect. They cover a wide range of topics, 
political, personal, international, scien- 
tific—even sports. One of the speeches 
gone over and revised by Lord BaLrour 
is a strong argument against Irish Home 
Rule which he made in 1913. Despite 
what has happened, he lets it stand as 
it was delivered. Perhaps he was influ-

OUR SIX-SCORE MILLIONS. 


On July 1 the population of the United 
States, exclusive of Alaska and outly- 
ing possessions, will be just a shade over 
120,000,000, according to the estimate of 
the Census Bureau at Washington. This 
is an increase of 14,300,000 over the ac- 
tual census figures of Jan. 1, 1920.. If 
the assumed rate of growth is main- 
tained for the remaining eighteen 
months of the decennial period the cen- 
sus of 1930 should show a gain of 16;- 
750,000. inhabitants over 1920. In ‘actual 
figures this will be the largest accretion 
in our history, topping by three-quarters 
of a million the growth between 1900 
and 1910, which was almost exactly 16,- 
000,000, and by three millions the growth 
between 1910 and 1920; the latter ob- 
viously affected by the World War. In 
percentage, of course, the present decade 
will fall considerably below 1900-10. In. 
those years our gain in population was 
21 per cent., in the next decade it was 
15 per cent., and in 1980 it will be ap- 
parently 16 per cent. 

Changes in immigration will chiefly 
account for the declining ratio of popula- 
tion growth. During the six years pre- 
ceding the outbreak of the war in Europe 
our net increase due to immigration 
averaged nearly 650,000 annually. For 
the last five years the annual average 
has been 385,000, and for the last three 
years 260,000. At this figure the in- 
crease will probably remain, under our 
present immigration laws, or will show 
a further decline if success attends the 
move recently set on foot for restricting 
immigration from Mexico. Whether 
population growth as a whole will show 
a corresponding decline can only be con- 
jectured. ‘The future must show how 
much validity there is in the old argu- 
ment that unrestricted immigration is 
@ deterrent to native increase; and that 
the gap left by a curtailment or stop- 


page of immigration would be filled up 


by children born on the soil. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the birth-rate here, as nearly 
everywhere else, is falling; but a large 
net gain is sure to be maintained by the 
even more rapid decline in the death-rate. 
The Census Bureau’s estimate by 
States shows how actively the country 
has been developing its internal frontiers. 
The greatest gain scored since 1920 is 
credited to Florida with an increase of 
48 per cent. Next come California with 
85 per cent. and Michigan with 80 per 
cent. Florida and her Winter climate 
would represent our luxury frontier. 
Michigan and her automobiles constitute 
our industrial frontier. California repre- 
sents something of both, with climate 
and sunshine on the one hand and motion 
pictures and scientific agriculture on 
the other. It would not’be far from the 
truth to say that all three States are 
the standard bearers of the. country’s 
luxury evolution since 1920. Winter 
sunshine and automobiles and movies 
have become in less than a generation 
the necessities of American life; the last 
two beyond question, the former rapidly 
getting there. As late as 1920 Michigan 
and California were seventh and eighth 
among the States in population, follow- 
ing. upon the heels of Massachusetts. 
They are now sixth and seventh and 
ahead of Massachusetts, indicating that 
by the present American standard of 
living, textiles and shoes miust yield to 
motor cars and Winter holidays.

gions cannot blast it asunder, nor can 


boron, nitrogen, fluorine, sodium, alumi- 
num and phosphorus, thereby trium- 
phantly establishing the truth of the 
theory that all electrons are alike and 
that lead and gold differ because the 
electrons of which they are composed 
differ in number and arrangement. 

According to a recent dispatch from 
Germany, Drs. BRASCH, LANGE: and Ur- 
BAN, physicists.of the University of Ber- 
lin,. will bombard the atom anew this 
year. FRANKLIN’S classic kite experi- 
ment is to be repeated on a majestic 
scale. Between two high mountains 
near Lake Lugano in Italy, a region 
noted for its thunderstorms, a net-an- 
tenna has been stretched to catch elec- 
tricity, or rather electrons, streaming 
between cloud and earth. Ordinary elec- 
trons, such as those we see in the visible 
stream of a cathode tube, are too slow to 
serve as bullets. The voltage that im- 
pels them is too low. There is reason to 
believe that in the mountains around 
Lugano potentials as high as 30,000,000 
volts prevail for a quarter of an hour at 
a time and that the energy-equivalent of 
200 pounds of radium is at hand. The 
thundercloud can hurl electron bullets at 
the requisite speed. 

How are these electron bullets to be 
trained on the atomic target after they 
have been snatched from the skies? The 
most powerful gun thus far built is the 
triple cathode tube of CooLmnce. Its 
electron-firing potential is limited to 
900,000 volts. It cannot control even the 
8,600,000 volts of the biggest man-made 
lightning flash, which is much too feeble 
for the disruption of atoms. Clearly, the 
Germans are dealing with forces com- 
pared with which those that blotted out 
whole villages in the recent war were 
puny indeed.» In this effort to shatter 
atoms’ all the resources of the inventor, 
physicist and engineer must be taxed to 
the utmost. But what a triumph if the 
experiment succeeds! A new tube of 
tremendous. potentialities. RUTHER- 
FORD’s list of disrupted atoms extended 
by the addition of the more complex. 
The boundaries of physical chemistry 
pushed out still further into the un- 
known. Man given a little more control 
over the stuff of which the universe is 
made. 


MODERNIZING THE POOR 


LAW. 

The Public Welfare bill, proposed after 
two.years of study on the part of those 
having to do-with poor relief in this 
State, to replace our antiquated Poor law, 
which is still “in the ox-cart age,” was 
passed by the Senate at Albany last 
Thursday. It should receive the favor- 
able action of the Assembly before ad- 
journment, for there ought not to be 
longer delay. in superseding the present 
“hodge-podge ” of statutes by an “ un- 
derstandable and workable law” that 
will take into account the new conditions 
under which men live and the more in- 
telligent and humane methods of dealing 
with those who become a public: charge. 

To..begin with, the change of name 
from “poor law” to. “public welfare 
law” is significant. It suggests that the 
administration of relief is looked upon 
not merely as affording sustenance to 
‘the poor—and what has for generations 
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able poverty and write a brighter chap- 
ter in the lives of those who have to

| AVIATION IN NORTH CHINA. 


China, considered by many the most 
backward country in the world, is turn- 
ing’ to ‘aviation with more 
than curiosity, General D; E. Swinez- 
HART, adviser to'CHANG TsO-LIN, says in 
an article in the current Aviation that 
he has often “ wondered if China will not 
“skip the age of automobiles and go 
“directly into the age of airplanes.” 
China has “practically no. roads.” 
Freight, except.on the railways and 
canals, is transported by. manpower. 
The General predicts that “it' will not 
“be long before aviation willbe the 
“principal means of transportation in 
“China.” At Mukden the airport prom- 
ises to be one of the best in the world. 

The British had the first opportunity 
to ‘instruct: the Chinese in flying. In 
1922. CHANG Ts0-Lin, although he was 
the leader of 150,000,000 people in North 
China, had only twelve airplanes in his 
army. 


mechanicians. He went into the market 
for more planes and engaged Captain 
MCKENZIE, an Australian aviator, as in- 
structor. But, capable pik as he was, 
he could not understand the Chinese. 
They were unable to learn flying from 
him. The next year two French avia- 
tors came out. Their enthusiasm aroused 
the Chinese to the advantages of the 
new transportation. Things began to 
hum when D’Ouisgy, the French ace, 
flew from France. to Japan in 1925. 
Stopping at Mukden on thé way he had 
a talk with CHANG TSO-LIN, with the re- 
sult that six French aviators were en- 
gaged to carry on in North China. They 
are still hard at work teaching the Chi- 
nese at Mukden to fly. Ever since 1925 
Breguets have been in demand in China, 
but for commercial purposes only. Gen- 
eral SWINEHART believes that “‘ the ship- 
“ment of American planes to the Orient 
“would be expedited if manufacturers 
“ were to take up with the State Depart- 
“ment the matter of shipping planes 
“for strictly peace and commercial pur- 
“poses.” In Mukden the Chinese “are 
developing into fairly good pilots.” The 
students are learning to do their own 
repairing. 

In Southern China Soviet agents are 
active: in introducing aviation. Russian 
pilots are flying a few planes on the 
battle fronts. But the art has not made 
much progress ia the South.

When the Trustees of Stevens Insti-

It was not until the seventeen-eighties 
that Haury, in France, first experimented 
with raised type in educating a blind 
beggar boy. His school for the blind in 
Paris was one of the royalist institutions 
which was taken under the protection of 
the Revolution: The raised-type system 
was perfected in the early nineteenth 
century, so that Mr. Guisspm in. the 
Pittsburgh court was at no disadvantage.

It is evident that Secretary Kel- 
logg’s proposal of a multilateral 
treaty renouncing war as an instru- 
ment of policy between nations is

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In connection with letters that 
have appeared in Tue Truss respect- 
ing our patent system, it may be of 
interest to note a recent address by 
Edwin J. Prindle, delivered. at the 
annual dinner of the New York 
Patent Law Association, He said: 

“I therefore express my _ profes- 
sional belief that our patent situa- 
tion has been the Pana factor in 
making the United States foremost 
among the nations in agriculture, in- 
venting and manufacture. While, of 
course, there are other factors, the 
patent situation was by far the most 
potent one.

ALL “LONDON® 1S” STIRRED 
Young Men About Town. Hasten to 
Follow Suit Before Explanation 


of “‘Mistake’”’ Is Made.

LONDON, March 6.—Hail to the 
Prince!—this particular prince being 
not Machiavelli’s, but the oldest son 
and heir apparent of King George V 
of Great Britain, &c.—‘‘Teddy,’”’ as it 
has been reliably reported he is called 
in America. Edward P. has estab- 
lished ’& new rendering of the Shake- 
spearean dictum about ‘‘the divinity 
that doth hedge around a throne.’’ He 
has become a shining exemplar of 
that publicity which doth illumine the 
steps of .a modern throne. He is an 
ambassador of empire, the greatest 
“drummer” of British commerce 
known.in. history, the country’s 
‘‘greatest..beggar,’”’ as he recently 
described, himself. when appealing 
for subscriptions to a charity. 

He ,is all that, and more. He is 
the idol» of.; every. Charleston-mad 
young woman in England. He is the 

st advertisement for a new theat- 
rical. production. that any. manager 
eould .desire. London has only to 
hear that the Prince has been: to 
such. and such a theatre to queue 
up. for every seat in it. In the 
‘*shires’’—a sacred term in a coun- 
try which still believes that fox- 

hunting is splendid and bull-fighting 
ignoble—even the farmers, who in 
their, secret hearts cherish the no- 
tion: of wiring their fences, would 
willingly give him a lead if they 
had the opportunity. When he takes 
art. in .a point-to-point race there 
always. an enthusiastic gallery; 
and the other. day he was cheered 
to the echo when he won a Welsh 
Guards Cup. 


There Is a “‘But—”’ 


But, in one respect the Prince of 
Wales has become a bone of con- 
tention, a danger signal, a crimson 
anarchist, an iconoclast, a menace 
to old traditions and established ob- 


servances. It used to be said of 
his andfather that Edward VII 
set the fashion for the wearing of 
turned up trousers in New York be- 
cause it was usually raining in Lon- 
“ton. ‘Now ‘all London is agitated 
because Edward P. has worn turned 
‘up trousers with a tail coat. In 
fact, London is horror struck. Since 
the days of the Regency, when the 
man about town had his nether gar- 
ments tightly strapped over his 
boots, nobody had dared to turn up 
his ‘“‘pants’” when wearing a morn- 
ing coat until the other day, when 
the Prince did so at a ansion 
House function. It is recorded that 
President Wilson, when visiting 
Puc'ingham Palace on his mission 
to. Europe, wore one trouser leg 
ttrned up, but even he did not ven- 
tyre to turn up both; and it was 
ce aritably said that he had forgot- 
ten to turn down the turned up one. 
Pictures of the Prince in_ his 
trrned up trousers and tail coat have 
bzen published eve here. He is 
‘‘werring’’ one of his characteris- 
tically charming smiles and his coat 
fits beautifully. But his ‘“unmen- 
t’onables!””’ ey are not only a 
heinous sin, a crime, an abomina- 
tion in the fact that the material 
shows & small check instead of the 
stripes which have hitherto been 
considered the only possible wear 
with a black tail coat; but the turn 
up at the bottom is indisputably of 
the fixed and pressed variety which 
America was first to invent. 


Minimizing the Crime. 


“His Royal Highness has _light- 
heartedly. brushed aside a tradition 
which has existed since the world 
began,’’ .said one sartorial censor 
whose memory apparently did not 
go back to the days when Adam 


delved and Eve span and it was 
possible to ask who was then the 
gentleman. Another authority (7) 
sugeested that ‘‘the Prince either 
made a mistake with his trousers 
or ‘with his ¢oat:'’ Still another de- 
clared he would go out of business 
rather than make turned up trousers 
for a morning coat for any of his 
customers who wanted to follow the 
Prince’s lead. 

Now. curiously enough, it was 
noticeable that in Hyde Park last 
Sunday morning there were not a 
few.dapper young men wearing their 
trousers turned up with black tail- 
coats. As it was only on the preced- 
ing Friday that the Prince had ap- 
neared in.his disturbing guise at the 
Mansion Hose, it was a auestion 
how he could in the short inter- 
val have found so many imitators. 
One ingenious scribe who sought a

BRITISH:SEEK RETURN / 
- OF OLD:POSTAL RATE 


Penny Postage, Increased for War 
Parposes, Was Regarded as 
“Palladium of Liberty.” 


LONDON; «March .7.-— Eighty-nine 
years ago penny postage was estab- 
lished in England following an agi- 
tation which has made the name of 
Lowland Hill almostas famous in the 
annals of this country as that of 
John Hampden. Penny postage 
marked the end of an.epoch of: spe- 
cial privileges when members of Par- 


liament and‘ other favored persons 
were able to frank their correspon- 


dence while less fortunate poor peo- 
ple had to pay exorbitant rates for 
the carriage of ‘their letters. 
ranked in the popular’ mind with 
Queen Victoria, the Crystal Palace 
and railway.trains running at sixty 
tmniles an hour asa symbol of the 
triumphs which the nineteenth cen- 
tury had won over its predecessors. 
It was a sign of democratic freedom 
and equality of opportunity. -Row- 


land Hill had a special. niche .in.the 
temple of fame, and even to this day 
the statue erected to him ‘is cne of 
the few in London that the average 
man could tell you anything about. 

When, during. the war, postage on 
letters was increased by a half- 
penny, the British public was brought 
to a sad realization that the clock 
had been put backward. It has been 
asserted that among the minor. in- 
conveniences and restrictions of the 
great struggle none struck home. so 
nearly as interference with the 

enny post, .It was not so much 

t an extra halfpenny had to be 
paid for a letter: it) was the dislo- 
cation of a habit, the subversion of 
a principle. As an English writer 
has said, ‘‘the red. penny stamp 
ranked almost as a palladium of our 
liberties, and ‘the appearance of the 
new... color {the  three-halfpenny 
stamps is pink in hue] on our letters 
was an uncomfortable proof that we 
had entered into a new era which 
was not going to be by any means 
as pleasant as the old.”’ 

As something, in fact a good deal, 
of that feeling: still exists it is easy 
to imagine how popular would be a 
return’ to the penny . postage, and 
there can. be little doubt that. every 
successive Chancellor .of the Ex- 
chequer since the war has studied 
for ways and means of restoring the 
old rates. It is reported, with more 
than the usual amount of verisimil- 
tude, that Winston Churchill is plan- 
ning a revival. of. penny postage in 
his forthcoming budget; and if he 
succeeds. in doing so he will score a 
success from a sentimental. point of 
view almost as great as if he were 
able to reduce the income tax. Sev- 
eral attempts to do this have been 
made already, and the feat was near- 
ly accomplished in 1923-27, the finan- 
cial and industrial troubles of that 
ene upsetting the plans which had 

een made. 

Apart from the sentimental aspects, 
a return to penny postage is advo- 
cated on business grounds. Resolu- 
tions have been passed by the Asso- 
ciation of British Chambers of Com- 
merce to the effect that penny post- 
age would be of benefit to every mem- 
ber of the. community, would im- 
prove the general trade of the com- 
munity, would decrease unemploy- 
ment and would increase national 
revenue. 

It would cost cbout £5,500,000 to 
restore the penny postage, but it is 
argued that if there were 2a nny 
post big business firms would imme- 
diately take advantage of it to send 
in closed envelopes, costing a penny 
stamp, receipts and circulars ncw 
sent in open envelopes with a half- 

enny stamp, and that the genera! 
increase in correspondence would 
also bo ‘considerable, thereby reduc- 
ing the ipparent loss of revenue, if 
indeed not actually increasing the 
total revenue. 

Some little while ago Lord Wolmer, 
Assistant Postmaster. General, de- 
clared that the Postoffice would be 
more efficiently and profitably run 
by ‘private enterprise than’ under 
State control. It is claimed that at 
present the postal services are being 
used not so much as public services 
as a tax-gathéring « organization. 
Complaints arc widesnread; and the 
subsidiary ‘services, telegraphs and 
telephones, are neither as efficient 
as they might be, nor as profitable. 
The Telegraph Department loses a 
million pounds a year, and though 
the telephone service, which is a long 
way from giving satisfaction, is con- 
sidered to be unnecessarily ,expen- 
sive, it shows only a bare margin of 
profit to the Government. 

However, there is ‘little or ‘no 
chance: of the postoffice. being re- 
stored to private enterprise for some 
time to come, and at the present mo- 
ment the Chancellor’ of the Ex- 
chequer cannot afford to forget: that 
the. Postoffice last year, brought. him 
in a revenue -f six and a half million 
pounds: So perhaps the hopes and 
possibilities of .a return to Bag

BRIGAND CHIEF IS SHOT 


Deportation of Entire Families Is 
Expected to Break “Chain” 
of Vendettas, 


After wholesale arrests of members 
of the criminal Mafia of Sicily, their 
trial and conviction, the Italian Head 
of State, Mussolini, declared in a 
public speech. delivered early.in Feb- 
ruary that’ ‘‘Roman: justice’’ would 
next’ visit the banditti of Sardinia. 
So the Corriere della Sera of Milan 
Sent a correspondent to the island to 
see what would happen. 

The situation there called for meas- 
ures_ entirely different from those 
which had been used in .clear up 
the Camorra of Naples or the ia 
of Sicily, where both detective work 

searching judicial investigations 
had been required. For in Sardinia, 
apa pet the Province of Nuoro, 

e did not prey upon either 
small capitalists or peasants, but 
upon wealthy landowners and their 
guests and upon travelers, and the 
countryside wipyonred them and gave 
them asylum. ey had the repu- 
tation—confirmed by adventurers 
among théem—that like so many Robin 
Hoods, they stole.from the rich to 
give to the poor, and some were even 
the chief pillars of isolated parishes. 


Raids Had Cea-cd in 1995. 

The last police raids made against 
them. had: been suddenly interrupted 
in 1905 by the head of the local Cara- 
binieri, Mareschalle Capezzuti, being 


ordered to Naples, where, in the dis-| that 


guise of a bandit chief he had just 
slain, he entered the ‘“‘honorable so- 
ciety’’ of the Camorra from the 
waterfront, and with Fabbroni and 
Ferris, also of the Carabinieri, began 
a six years’ work of detection which 
ended in the great trial at Viterbo. 
For thirty years, therefore, the ban- 
ditti had practically been left to their 
own devices and had grown in power 
and wealth. 

It seems that long before the anni- 
hilation of the Mafia, native Sardin- 
ians,, members of the Carabinieri, 
had been sent in disguise to the is- 
land to collect evidence which would 
assure military operations with no 
mistakes. When the Milan corres- 
pondent reached Nuoro the first blow 
had already been struck. Samuele 
Stocchino, the chief of the district, 
had been killed and his band was be- 
ing hunted in the mountains. 

According to the account of this 
man which appears in the Corriere 
della Sera of Feb. 26, he was the 
classic type of Sardinian brigand—an 
avenger, not a robber. The son of a 
brigand who had been brought to jus- 
tice by Capezzuti, he had the ven- 
detta in his blood. Eleven men fell 
under his dagger and gun, not to 
mention minor outrages; a price of 
200,000 lire had been set upon his 
head. He was 32 years of age and 


had been bold and daring since his | 4, 


infancy. 

During the World War he had been 
conscripted as a soldier and had 
shown great bravery, and once he 
entered an Austrian trench alone and 
brought back five prisoners. After 
the war he returned to his moun- 
tains and renewed his vendetta 
against the Carabinieri. Whenever 
he killed one he left a note on his 
body: s : 

“Tt was I who did it; now it will 
be the turn of ——.’’ : 

And that turn invariably came. 
Since 1920 more than the usual nuni- 
ber of Carabinieri had been in pur- 
suit.. The Milan correspondent is at 
pains to describe the difficulties of 
that pursuit: “the wild mountains, 
the thick jungle, which is the haunt 
of: the wild boar, and the broad, 
gloomy, marshy lowlands; here and 
there solitary shepherds who see and 
know everything but will reveal 
nothing.’’ 


Slipped Away Like a Phantom. 


“Stocchino also was exceedingly 
cautious,’" the writer continues. ‘‘He 
wore rubber shoes and slipped awzy 
like a phantom. He never hid him- 
self at night in a cave or in a hut; 
he preferred to sleep in an open 
field, gun in hend, wrapped in his 
mantle. At dawn he would climb to 
a near height and with field glasses 
search all feotpaths. He never al- 
lowed anybody to approach him un- 
awares and those who brought him 
food had to taste it first. 

“He had, of course, a lot of ‘favo- 
reggiatori’ (shelterers): members of 
his family, friends, people who 
feared him, ‘people who were paid 
for their services to him. There 
‘were spies, but as a rule they played 
a double game, serving the Carabi- 
nieri and at the same time Stoc- 
chino. Occasionally he boldly en- 
tered a-town. ‘Three times he was 
surprised and surrounded, but each 
time’ made good his escape, once 
dressed like a woman, with an am- 

hora full of water on his head, as 
fs customary in the district; another 
time dressed as a monk.” 

The end of this brigand chief is 
described as follows: 

“A young ‘man pretending to be a 
brigand ‘and really a native of the 
island, who told of tales of adven- 
ture abroad, when actually he had 
been. a cadet in the Officers’ School 
of the Carabinieri, took up his 
abode in the mountains as a rural 
vagabond and finally came in contact 
with Stoechino without arousing his 
suspicions.

TO FORM A PARTY 


Small Farmers Are Expected to 
Captare Some Seats in the 
Reichstag. — 


The discontent of large numbers of 
the smaller agrarians and the land- 
ern, peasants of Germany with 
what they call high taxation and’ in- 
sufficient protection of agricultural 
interests seems likely to result in the 
pe, mn of an out-and-out peas- 
ants’ political party which’ will play

Cabled accounts of more or less 
violent. demonstrations in various 


parts of the republic by farmers who paign 


refuse to pay. their taxes and ‘car 
banners proclaiming the coming of 
another revolution are supplemented 
by ‘reports in late German pers 
telling of definite steps taken 
the formation of a nation-wide peas- 
ants’ party. 
It is stated by Liberal newspapers 
this’ move is ‘being: secretly 
backed by the German Nationalist 
Party, in the hope that: the losses 
that party expec in. the» coming 
election may be partly recouped by 
victories by the: peasants’ litical 
organization, which the Nationalist 
leaders plan to control. and line up 
with the old reactionary party on 
mor Vet peng aye ae ts ; 
n reporting ec. .or ion oO 
the Christian National Peasants’ 
Party by Deputies Doebrich, Dorsch 
and Haense, all of whom formerly 
belonged to the German Nationalists 
and who are active members of the 
Landbund, the national league of 
agrarian land owners, the Berlin 
correspondent of the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, in a dispatch dated Feb, 24, 
noted that this action was almost 
coincidental with the announcement 
by Dr. Fehr, Bavarian Minister of 
Agriculture’ and member of the 
Reichstag, of his withdrawal from 
the Economic Party and of his in- 
tention to rally the peasants to the 
support of their own candidates. 

e Executive Committee of the 
National Landbund has declared that 
it will preserve a ‘‘non-partisan” at- 
titude toward the new peasants’ 
parties, just as it does officially to- 
ward existing parties, but at the same 
time it said that it would not pre- 
vent the State or provincial. branches 
of the Landbund from taking such 
action along political lines as suited 

em. 

Critics of the German Nationalists 
say that the masses of the smaller 
farmers have become tired of heari 
so much loud talk in the Reichstag o 
what ought to be done for agriculture 
and finding out in the end that prac- 
tically all the benefits of the legisla- 
tion supported by the Nationalists 
are enjoyed by the big agrarians 
only. Consequently, say the critics, 
the leaders. of the dbund, practi- 
cally all of whom are. prominent in 
the Nationalist Party, are planni 
to divert the political independent 
action of the peasants into a chan- 
nel where it. will not do any serious 
damage to the reactionaries. 

Although the recently founded Ger- 
man Peasants’ Association, a nation- 
wide society of smail farmers and 
landless peasants which aims at or- 
ganizing the rural population for a 
battle for their economic interests 
against both the big agrarians and 
certain sections of the city. popula- 
tion, calls itself non-political in a 
partisan sense, it is thought that 
many of its members will support the 
new peasants’ parties. Some Berlin 
ee prophets expect the new par- 
ies to draw quite heavily from the 
vole as well as from the Nation-

Despite the fact that the Govern-' 
ment of Latvia is now in the hands 
of a combination. of Conservative 
and non-labor political elements and

In fact, the labor 
men talk optimistically about the big 
gains they expect to make in the 
Parliamentary elections in October 
and about the eee strength of 
their ‘‘Workers’ Defense Corps.’’ 

In .a statement made public in 
Zurich: on Feb. 24, Bruno Kalnin, the 
Latvian member. of the Executive 
Committee of the Socialist and Labor 
International, gives the labor view 
of the situation as follows:

h*s the first time, a full biog- 
taphy of the courageous and 
far-sighted statesman who 
was ruined for taking Lin- 
coln's attitude toward the South 
has been made, and wel] made. The 
story is not a pleasant one; it is 
disgraceful, but none of the dis- 
grace is Johnson's. 

When Lincoln was murdered the 
Radicals in Congress had already 
begun to take steps to fight him on 
his reconstruction policy. The de- 
light of some of them over his tak- 
ing off was indecent; they counted 
on his guccessor’s joining with them 
in their plans to treat the South as 
Cromwell treated Ireland. Instead,

It is only within these | 
last years that it has been possible 
to read of Johnson except in .ords 
that were full of either hate or con- | 
tempt. The best he ever gt} was aj 
half-hearted apology. |

But he needs no apology. He was, 


right, and the Radicals who devas-| 
tated the South anew and tried to; 
revolutionize the Government were 
wrong. He should be, and so far 
as this book can accomplish it he is, | 
put in his proper place among | 
American statesmen. This is not} 
to say he was a faultiess character, 
and Judge Winston makes no at- 
tempt to paint him too brightly. 
His defects were those of a fight- 
ing man. But he was sincere, he 
was right, he was brave as a lion, 
and he was farsighted. 

The last word may provoke more 
challenge than the others, for the 
best that has been allowed to John- 
son hitherto has been that if he was 
right he was ignorantly right. But 
the quotations Judge Winston gives 
from Johnson’s public statements 
show that he saw the evils which 
befell the country, that he earnestly 
warned the Jacobins of what would 
happen in case they succeeded, and 
that time proved his predictions ac- 
curate to the letter. These em-! 
phatic warnings of Johnson’s were! 
as prophetic as anything uttered at | 
any time by any public man. The 
country was mad, jeered at his sol- 
emn protests, wrecked him and 
came as near as possible to wreck- 
ing itself. 

Time has undone the work of the 
Radicals. One by one their poli- 
cies have been reversed, until] at 
last, in 1926, the Supreme Court 
completed the overturn by declaring 
unconstitutional the law for refus- 
ing to obey which Johnson was 
impeached for high crimes and mis- 
demeanors. It was precisely because 
he saw it to be unconstitutional 
‘that he disregarded it; and again 
he was prophetic. 

This man whom America should 
honor at last was, as Judge Win- 
ston says in the title, a plebeian. 
We first hear of him as a runaway 
apprentice. By trade he was a tailor. 
Not until after his marriage did he 
Jearn to read and write, and then 
it was his splendid wife who taught 
him. All his life he cast in. his lot 
with the working classes and with 
the under dog everywhere. It is 
true that he harped incessantly on 
his humble origin, but it must. be 
remembered that his enemies gen- 
erally began it. and Johnson never 
let a challenge go unaccepted.

There is a good deal of illogical 
criticism of Germany and a good 
deal of not very clear enthusiasm 
for Poland. The “Soviet tsars” 
are, of course, damned. Mussolini 
comes in for a fair share of praise. 

‘Treated as a partner,’’ the author 
says, “Mussolini becomes a val- 
uable asset for the peace of 
Europe—driven into the desert, his 
combative spirit makes him a di- 
rect danger.’’

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HAT age-old problem, “What the 
public wants”, was again brought 
Re sharply to the fore a short time ago 
when our judges selected the next 
“book-of-the-month.” We can’t say 
much about this book publicly, until 
it is received by those of our members who want it. 
We may divulge, however, that it is a first novel by a 





young Irishwoman, living in England. Two American 


publishers, we are told, refused it when it was offered 
to them. A third accepted it, and (as all the important 
American publishers do) submitted advance copies to 
agreed—-to quote from the advance report in the cur- 
tent News—that it “is one of the best-written books 
it has been their privilege to see in the two years we 
have been in existence.” And it was promptly selected 
as the next “book-of-the-month.” 


=< 


WV nat does this indicate, if anything? Simply, 
once again, a difference of judgment as to “what the 
public wants.” It is only fair to the publishers who 
refused the book to say that there could have been no 
question in their minds as to the literary quality of 
this work. They are astute and experienced houses. 
They could only have refused it on commercial 
grounds, because (they must have felt) it would not 
meet that ever-unknowable public taste, and would 
thus have entailed lost money, lost effort, lost time. 
Nor does ‘the fact that our five judges selected the 
book mean that these two publishers were wrong in 
their estimate of the book’s probable popularity. They 
may well turn out to have been right. “What the 
public wants” has been, and always will be, uncertain 
until after the event. The truth is, of course, that there 
are many “publics” merging into one another, and 
none of them with well-defined preferences. The re- 
sult is that public taste, if there is such a thing, is 
more inclusive than that of the most catholic of critics. 
Moreover, this “public” very noticeably has its 
reading moods, like each one of us. It was the same 
“public”—largely without doubt the same readers— 
who bought Gentlemen Prefer Blondes and, at 
about the same time, The Story of Philosophy, in 
hundred thousand quantities; who turn from the 
glorious Kristin Lavransdatter to the latest de- 
tective story, and enjoy them both equally—for what 
they are.

The author of this next’ “‘book-of-the-month”, by 
the way, is the fifth young woman our judges may be 
said to have discovered, in the two years we have been 
operating. Perhaps ‘‘discovered” is too strong a word, 
for critics generally ranked these first novels as high 
as our judges did. But at least our selection gave them 
a long lift toward that. general recognition among 
discriminating readers, which every author works for 
and which ordinarily takes years. The previous ones 
were Sylvia Townsend Warner, Esther Forbes, Eliza- 
beth Madox Roberts and Rosamond Lehmann.

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Answer, incidentally, was very revealing in the 
matter of judging “popularity” in advance.

The book 
turned out to be one of the most popular with our 
members that had been chosen up to that time. Per- 
haps, it will be argued, the instance proves nothing, 
because of the select character of our membership. 
But the book proved equally popular with the outside 
public; the total editions on this book have run well 
over 100,000—a book that every qualified judge 
would have said, in advance, was never meant for the 
groundlings.

these mob-like currents of taste that are superinduced 
by publicity and propaganda? Not at all, in our 
opinion. We judge a book’s popularity, not by letters 
from feaders, nor by reviews, but by an almost in- 
fallible index. Our members have two very unusual 
privileges. They may “substitute” before a book is 
received by them; that is, if they don’t think they will 
like the book after reading the advance report about 
it (which comes a month before the book is published), 
they may request another book in its place, or notify 
us to send none at all. If, however, they get the book, 
and find they were misled by the advance report, they 
may exchange it for another at the same price. The 
rise and fall of these “‘substitutions” and ‘‘exchanges”” 
each month is a faithful barometer of popularity. 
And as unpredictable as any barometer!

Pvc to the outside effect of our ‘choices, there too, 
the facts are interesting. When our judges select any 
book, it is true that it always means an increased sale 
of the book in the stores. But how great an increase 
depends always upon the book itself. If it appeals 
widely and deeply to our members (a fact always 
reflected in our barometer), they apparently do more 
talking about it to their friends, and the sales in the 
If, on the other hand, they are but mildly enthusiastic 
about it, nothing much happens. Increased sales in 
the stores vary, perhaps, between 10,000 and 100,000 
copies over what the normal sale might have been. 
All our choice does, then, is to give a book—which is 
good for one reason or another—a good start. If it 
hasn’t the staying power within itself, it doesn’t travel 
very far. We are thoroughly skeptical, in short, about 
the supposed gullibility of the American public, or 
any other public. The truth is, in our view, that if a 
book doesn’t plump right into one of the currents of 
the public mood at the time, no amount of advertising, 
or favorable reviews, or disguised publicity, or friendly 
recommendations from high places, is worth its usual 
high cost.. Perhaps such propaganda may be said to 
induce the proper public mood. We doubt it. In our 
view, all that happens, when such propaganda is suc- 
cessful, is that it profits by taking advantage of an 
already-existing current of human interest. In short, 
people on the whole believe what they want to believe 
at the time—and the “public” is just as hard-boiled 
as it ought to be.

F, in a present day production 

of ‘‘Macbeth,” the Bloody Child 

should suddenly rise from the 

caldron waving a rag doll, the 
gesture might be warmly hailed by 
advocates.of. realism in the theatre 
as an innovation and the child, or 
the director who thought of it, be 
credited with great originality. How- 
ever, in the days before Mrs. Fiske 
was known as Minnie Maddern and 
was merely Mary Augusta Davey, 
the three-year-old daughter of Tom 
Davey, New Orleans theatrical man- 
ager, her insistence upon this piece 
of ‘‘business” merely met with pas- 
sionate but futile protests from her 
father and Barry Sullivan, the 
tragedian. 

Even at that age she who was des- 
tined to become one of America’s 
greatest actresses had her own ideas.

The success of the Comédie Mon- 
taigne wa. unquestioned as far as 
the enthusiasm of its audience was 
concerned, but there was a sad de- 
ficiency im the pox office receipts.

The theatre opened on the second 
of May, 1923, as’a repertory organi- 
gation. ‘‘Cyclone’’ of Simon Gantil- 
lon was one of the first productions, 
It was his first play.

La 
Chimére came to an end, but in the 
announcement. which set its seal Gas- 
ton Baty prophesied a new begin- 
ning, *“We are too much in love with 
the art of the theatre, we have too 
much faith in it, we are too certain 
of being right, not to continue serv- 
ing it.”’ 

Jacques Hébertot crme to the res- 
cue once again, In the building 
which houses those two theatres, the 
Comédie and the Théatre des Champs 
Elysée he had built a third theatre, 
a tiny playhouse tucked under the 
roof wh’ch he called the Studio and 
which he now offered to Baty. In 
its air of intimacy and undistracted 
charm the Studio offered ideal oppor- 
tunities for theatrical experiments. 
Baty lost no time in calling together 
this former associates, and in March, 
1924, the reorganized group present- 
ed Lenormand’s “Invitation au 
Voyage.” 

During the same year “Maya’’ had 
its first production.

Baty, however, persisted 
with his productions, and finally in 
April, 1926, came the eventful produc- 
tion of Jean Victor Pellerin’s ““Tétes 
de Rechange”’ which, in the opinion 
of the directors, competély realized 
thir idea of the perfect play. The 
six years of striving were at last re- 
paid, financially as well as artisti- 
cally.

Uniess the past five or.six years 
have wrought a complete and whole- 
sale réversal] of al] ideals. principles 
and guiding rules governing dra- 
matic art in Germany, the Reinhardt 
productions have no more real rela- 
tion to that art than any of our own 
most glaring and freakish advertise- 
ment posters have to the true devel- 
opment of painting in America I 
say ,“‘thése last ‘five or six years’’ 
because I have not been in Germany 
within that time. But my business, 
and my own persona) interest, still 
keeps mé in touch; more or tess, 
with things theatrical in that coun- 
try.. 

Reinhardt ‘represents, to some de- 
gree, a certain justified revolt against 
certain stitted traditions, a revolt 
which is merely jumping’ abead a bit 
too fast to work harmoniously. for 
thie much, and for many things he 
has ione, the German stage owes 
him thanks. .

NEWSPAPERS AIDED. °98 FILM 





NCLUDED in the historical data 
necessary for filming’ the epic :of 
the Alaskah gold rush, ‘“The Trail 

of '98,”” was one of the most costly 
research tasks undertaken for a mo- 
tion picture. A newspaper history of 
that famous’ year was assembled by 


the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studio by 


making photostatice copies of every 
day’s edition of the newspaper 
which devoted the mobt space in 1898 
to news of the flock to the Klondike. 

When the gold rush began San 
Francisco was the starting of the 
majority of the expeditions. The 
San Francisco Chronicle had several 
men assigned to the news of the gold 
rush and printed columns about the 
history then in the making in the 
Klondike. Several.of the pages of 
this newspaper were partly reprinted 
for use in ‘‘The Trail of "98," which 
has its premiére at the Astor Theatre 
March 20. 

The basis of research for ‘The 
Trail of ’98’’ was found.in old files 
of The San Francisco Chronicle, a 
file which is said to have escaped the 
great San Francisco earthquake and 
fire of 1906 by being in ‘the vault of 
the home of the publisher—a home 
on the outskirts of the city atid a 
short distance from the area swept 
by flames. This file covered this 
great event, including the starting of 
parties-and much of the happenings 
in the Klondike. Files of The Seattle 
Post Intelligencer and The Skagway 
Advertiser, the latter having been 
printed on hand -presses, “were: also 
used in the preparation of the re- 
search material before starting ac- 
tual filming of this epic of the North. 

In fact, even the advertising col- 
umnps contributed information. From 
such columns labels of cans and 
packages of dehydrated ‘vegetables; 
tinned foods and other supplies sold 
for the Klondike outfits were repro- 
duced as picture ‘“‘props.’’ 

‘In historical pictures,’’ says Clar- 
ence Brown, “it sometimes takes 
months of résearch to discover somé 
seemingly trifling detail of costume 
or other usage—and sometimes it is 
never found. Old drawings, paintings 
and woodcuts are inaccurate—only 
suggestions. History sketches. great 
events only in the broadest manner 





and usually ignores the little details 
that are ‘so necessary to. picturize 
with fidelity any given people. Fu- 
ture historians will find any infor- 
mation they want by going back to 
the daily newspapers of today.”’ 

“It took some time to find what 
people used for buttons when ‘Scara- 
mouche’ was filmed,’’ continued Mr. 
Brown. ‘It took only ten minutes’ 
search in advertising columns of the 
old newspapers to reproduce with 
fidelity the costumes of the gold- 
seekers in -1898, the labels of their 
cans of ‘tobacto, dried beef, dried 
vegetables, powdered milk and other 
supplies. 

“We rigged the packs from actual 
newspaper descriptions; chose the 
dogs.from them and authentically 
reproduced the principal people who 
participated in the rush.

OTWITHSTANDING. . the 

Changes made in the picturi- 

zation of Sidney Howard’s 

prize play, ‘‘They Knew What 
They Wanted,” the result is unusual- 
ly Batisfactory. The producers have 
changed the title of the subject and 
have altered the names of the char- 
acters, but they have succeeded in 
preserving the spitit of the persons 
involved.

Mr. Arbos has 
accepted this invitation in the spirit 
in which it was given, He will 
recipro¢ate by placing a number of 
Spanish compositions, some already 
familiar, others entirely unknown 
here, on his programs. 

Few of these Spanish compositions 
had come into existence when Mr, 
Arbos accepted the conductorship of 
the Madrid Orchestra in, the year 
that followed his American engage- 
ment. Tt was several years after 
that when musicians in America fum- 
bled over’, certain plano pieces of 
Albeniz’s belonging to the set called 
“Iberia,” cautiously displayed on the 
counters of local music stores. The 
works. of Granados had yet to be- 
come known. The opera “‘Goyescas,”’ 
fateful product of -@ later year, 
when. Granados met. his death by 
submarine, was of course .unsus- 
pected. Turina, so far as the Amier- 
ican public was concerned, was non- 
existent, in fact was.only then begin- 
ning to_find himself in Paris. De 
Falla, present leader of the Spanish 
school, had yet to pursue. his decisive 
studies in that capital. Thé name 
of old Pedrell—he died as late as 
1922—was know-1 principally, outside 
of ‘his: own country, to dictionaries 
and musicologis:s. De Falla has said 
that he learned all he knew from 
Pedrell. Mr. Arbos ‘says. that ‘the 
music of Pedrell, despite his pas- 
sionate propaganda for a Spanish 
school, his collections of old Spanish 
music, his opera ‘“‘Los Pirineos,” on 
a heroic Spanish theme, has had 
little or no effect upon the activities 
of the living. But certainly Pedrell 
was a pioneer of Spain’s musical 
renaissance, who took his fellow- 
musicians out from the darkness of 
the days when Spain was wholly 
dominated by Italian musical influ- 
erice, when German composers of the 
classic or romantic school were 
virtually unknown, and before a na- 
tional school of orchestral or sym- 
phonic composition had been dreamed 
of. “If the French supplied the 
‘‘practik”’ for Spanish composers, 
certainly Pedrell and other prophetic 
souls of earlier days supplied the 
conception. We must not forget the 
remark of the Jesuit Antonio Exi- 
meno of the seventeenth century: 
“On the basis of its native song, 
every country should build its own 
system of musical art.” 

Spanish ‘Affinities. 

Compositions by Albeniz, Granados, 
de Falla, which Mr, Arbos intro- 
duced in Europe and which he will 
play here, are now well known. 
In addition he will introduce two new 
works by Oscar Espla and Halfter 
Escriche. Espla's piece, of a sym- 
phonic character, is called ‘Don 
Quixote and Hig Vigil: on his Arms,’’ 
The work of Escriche, is a sinfo- 
nietta, modern in harmony but in 
style conforming more to the old 
“concerto grosso,”’ with important 
solo passages for eleven different in- 
struments. Both these works show 
German influence. Espla was for a 
time a pupil of Reger. On the other

It is well known that there are two 
periods in the music of Albeniz,. the 
first the compositions that appeared 
up to 1890, when he was in the habit

rangement. But it was in 1890 that 
Albeniz took up musical studies with 
Vincent d’Indy and Paul Dukas in 
Paris, and from that moment a very 
decided change was evident in his 
style. Perhaps the later works are 
overelaborate and too long; per- 
haps between. the composer who 
wrote freely, quickly and from his 


‘neart, for immense audiences of his 


2wn. people, and the thoughtful, 
somewhat sophisticated writer of the 
post-d’Indy period, there is too great 
a difference and too much fussiness 
and overelaboration. If Albeniz, who 
died when he was 49 years old and 
just reaching his full powers, could 
have lived on and matured as a com- 
poser, he might have been the dom- 
inating figure of his school and 
epoch. Mr. Arbos considers the 
more elaborate piano pieces very 
suitable for orchestral treatment, 
and has treated several of them in 
that way. They will be heard here. 

Albeniz was the forerunner of men 
who followed quickly on his heels 
and reached a higher level of tech- 
nical achievément than their early 
model could easily do. Nearest him 
was Granados, a pupil for a while 
of Pedrell, an extraordinary virtu- 
oso, like his friend, but whose tal- 
ent. had less force than that of Al- 
beniz. Turina, again, studied with 
@’Indy at the Paris Schola Can- 
torum, returning with Granados to 
Spain in 1914. This year seems to 
have meant much in the lives of 
Spanish musicians, De Falla re- 
turned in that season to his home 
and began to produce his greater 
works. De Falla, contrary to the 
methods of Albeniz, constantly uti- 
lized Andalusian folk-melodies in his 


work. Albeniz has his own melodies, | 


surcharged with the popular spirit, 
cast in the popular mold, but indi- 
vidual with him, and in the later 
years developed with the resources 
of modern technic. 

And why, Mr. Arbos was asked, 
with all this talent and with the 
conservatories which had been for 
years in Spain,’ had the Spaniards 
waited for the French to help them 
in music? Because, he said, in the 
first place they had no technical 
standards to speak of; few compos- 
ers desired to produce anything but 
zarzuelas; and, thirdly, there would 
have been no orchestras to play their 
music if they wished to undertake 
serious instrumental composition. 
Now the situation is changed. Spain 
has made enormous strides in music, 
and her composers are ‘not only feel- 
ing the benefits of it but good music 
is becoming widespread everywhere. 
The Madrid Orchestra, which gave 
eight concerts’ a season, has given 
as many as 200 in a year’s time, in-

Enrique Fernandez Arbos, Conducting New York Symphony Orchestra. | Ignace Paderewski, Returning in Carnegie Hall Recital Next Saturday. 
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To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In comparing the Boston criticisms 
of Igor Stravinsky’s opera-oratorio 
“Oedipus Rex," performed by the 
Boston Symphony, with the article 
appearing in THs New York Times 
March 9, one finds a great diver- 
gence of opinion expressed by Mr. 
Downes and his Boston colleagues. 
Whereas Mr, Hale goes as far as say- 
ing that he considers ‘‘Oedipus Rex” 
the most important work since ‘‘Pel- 
léas et Mélisande,’’ Mr. Downes de- 
plores that Stravinsky should have 
forgotten his racial origin which in 
former years had inspired him to 
those powerful and stirring works, 
such as “Le sacre du printemps’’ 
and “Les Noces.”” He finds, with the 
exception of isolated places, that the 
work does not possess the inspired 
force and the sincerit,; that his ‘‘Rus- 
sian’’ works discloce, but that it is 
rather the product of a highly ex- 
perimental and unfocused mind, and 
for that reason empty and ineffec- 
tive. One wonders whether Mr. 
Downes would have condemned the 
work so severely after a second hear- 
ing—an advantage which the Boston 
critics (with the possibility of attend- 
ing rehearsals) may have had. 

When I heard ‘‘Oedipus’’ in Boston 
for the first time my reactions to it 
were rather indifferent, but after 
having studied the score with the 
memory of the Boston performance, 
and a second hearing in New York, 
my doubtful attitude toward it 
changed to convinced and enthusias- 
tic admiration. 

In my opinion ‘Oedipus Rex’’ will 
influence the trend of modern music 
as much as the ‘‘Sacre’’ did in 1913, 
when this irresistible barbarian in- 
‘vaded the musical world, which was 
guilelessly enjoying the perfumed at- 
mosphere of the Arcadia of ‘‘Daphnis 
et Chloé.’ Only this time Stravinsky 
does not come to destroy but to re- 
build a world that has lived in the 
last ten years through a dark age of 
chaos, in which many of his admirers 
had feared even him lost. 

In this new work Stravinsky has 
again given harmony the right to be 
simple and clear. I do not recall any 
modern work where as many triads 
dare to appear without sounding re- 
actionary. 

He also has again given the voice 
@ pre-eminence which in former cen- 
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turies was its natural birthright, and 
one may hope that Stravinsky’s re- 
discovery of the voice will create a 
renaissance in this art. 
} As to the character of the music, 
one cannot deny the influence of dif- 
ferent styles which at first are 
rather baffling, but which upon a 
second hearing seem to me well 
blended together. While some think 
that in structure it is molded on 
Handelian lines, I was struck with 
the similarity of style with that of 
Monteverdi: similar in nobility and 
grandeur, in dramatic force and in 
emotional expression. A moment of 
great inspiration is the cry of the 
Messenger, ‘‘Divum Iocastae caput 
mortuum,’’ with its elemental runs 
from octave to octave in the orches- 
tra, and Oedipus’s exclamation, 
**Natus sum quo nefastum est,’’ with 
the juxtaposition of the D minor and 
B minor chords. No music could re- 
veal to the listener more’ fully: the 
unspeakable tragedy to which piti- 
less gods have destined O6cedipus. 
Surely one must agree with Mr; Hale 
that this is not only Stravinsky’s 
greatest work, but one of the great- 
est compositions of modern times 
and one which marks a new era in 
musical history.

ALSO CONCERNING OEDIPUS. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Apropos of Tus Times article on 
Stravinsky’s ‘‘Oedipus Rex’’: It is 
a curious: thing that. all so-called 
revolutionaries in art become. en- 
chained by their own: new formulas 
even while they are deriding and 
casting off what they claim are the 
chains which their predecessors 
carry. Stravinsky has grown s0 
tired of what are now obvious har- 
monies and progressions that he 
avoids them as if they were a pest. 
And even where he employs a triad, 
he meticulously inserts a dissonant 
second in order to obtain a ‘‘cross’’ 
vibration. And even at that he can- 
not help but toy with some of the 
older formulas, whether in the slow 
movement of a piano concerto, which 
he falsely claims is founded on Bach; 
or in some ‘‘arias’’ in the Oedipus 
which are absolutely Handelian in 
their old-fashioned form. 





Certain things I. cannot under- 





stand. For instance, why Oedipus 
should indulge in constant fiorituri 
which make his music sound like 
Oriental incantation, or why this un- 
natural breathlessness in most of 
the recitatives. On the other hand, 
some of the treatment of the cho- 
ruses is masterly and in the epi- 
logue rises to tragic heights. 

I do not, for a moment, think that 
Oedipus will live, but perhaps his- 
tory will consider Stravinsky as an 
important link with a new art which 
he has not found, but which his 
rebellion at the old impels him to 
grope for.

AS TO AMERICAN COMPOSERS, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In all fairness to the individual as 
well as to the movement which Eliza- 
beth Sprague Coolidge has founded 
in the festivals at Washington and 
at Pittsfield, I must object to the 
letter published in your paper last 
week attacking the plans for the 
concerts to be held in the Library 
of Congress in April. 


The festivals held for many years 
in Pittsfield were inaugurated be- 
fore much interest was shown in this 
country toward any contemporary 
American composers, and these fes- 
tivals became not only a gathering 
place for American composers to 
meet and discuss music, but there 
was an added stimulus in the crea- 
tion of the Berkshire’ prize for con- 
temporary works. The outgrowth of 
this movement resulted in the idea 
of building a concert hall in the Con- 
gressional Library of Washington, 
where festivals could be held as a 
means of helping the national culture 
of this country. 

To encourage American art is to 
place its creative art alongside of 
that of every other nationality, and 
not to flaunt chauvinism above all 
other values. If this particular fes- 
tival this year has. only one American 
work on the programs, it is a short- 
sighted attack on the part of your 
correspondent to forget the many 
years when Elizabeth Coolidge stood 
practically’ clone in this country 
promoting the cause of American 
contemporary composers. Moreover, 
Mrs. Coolidge has not tired of cham- 
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pioning the cause, nor changed her 
loyalties, but she has continued to 
carry the message of the composers 
in whom she has faith to European 
cities as well and presented them in 
programs both in Europe and Amer- 
ica.

For many years past and up to this 
Gay the motion has prevailed that 
American composers are not given 
their just due, which makes them feel 
like misunderstood Wagners. And I 
say to Mrs. Wertheim that conduc- 
tors would kill themselves in the rush 
were they to hear about a worthy 
American composition. There are 
various leagues which have been 
formed to give Americans a hearing. 
There is a Society for the Publication 
of American Music. There is Mr. 
Chalmers Clifton and his American 
Orchestral Society. But this sincere 
scholar (steeped in American tra- 
dition) refuses to perform a .work 
solely for the purpose of writing 
“first. performance’ on the program.

“The plot of “‘L’Histoire du Soldat’’ 
has to do with a weary, wayworn sol- 
dier returning to his native -village. 
In his knapsack ig the motley rub- 
bish that the wars have left him—a 
few medals, a trinket or so, ‘and, his 
violin which he can: still play to be- 
guile his weariness. The Evil One 
accosts him,. bargains with him, gets 
him to exchange the violin for a book 
which will gain him the world’s 

wealth and ‘takes him for a three 
days’ visit to ‘the infernal regions; 


Back in his native town again, the 
soldier discovers that he has wasted 
not three days but three years with 
the Devil.. His mother does not 
recognize him, and “his sweetheart 
has ‘wed another. Despairing, and 
under the tutelage ‘of the Devil's 
magic book, he gains ‘untold wealth, 
but secretly yearns for the solace of 
his lost violin. Engaging at cards 
with the Devil, he régains ‘this by a 
ruse, heals an ailing Princess with 
its sweet strains, marries. her and. is 
happy. So long.as he‘does not cross 
the frontier of her country, he is 
safe from the adversary. But yield- 
ing to her curiosity, he accompanies 
her to -his home village, and the 
Devil, ever watchful for backsliders, 
swoops down upon his own. 


Fashioned out of Russian folklore, 
the libretto is the work of C. F: 
Ramuz, Swedish poet, in collabora- 
tion with Stravinsky. A strange fea- 
ture of the play is the character of 
the Narrator, a figure in outward 
appearance a counterpart of the Sol- 
dier, who sits downstage at a table 
and with candle beside him tells the 
tale between gulps of beer. This 
eerie being now spins his tavern 
yarns, now comments satirically on 
the action, and finally, as the drama 
between the man and Devil deepens, 
leaps headlong into the action, and 
like another self, counsels the des- 
perate Soldier. 

“The Tale of the Soldier’ was 
played as an orchestral suite here in 
1924, while Stravinsky himself played 
it, in recitals in reduced version for 
three instruments. . This will be the 
first. time, however, that it has been 
given a stage production here, 


The music is written for seven in- 
struments, excluding the drums. In- 
stead of playing in concert, however, 
each instrument is treated individ- 
ually as if it were a character actor 
in a drama. Rhythmically, the opera 
is one of the most varied and diffi- 
cult of modern works, no ten con- 
secutive measures having the same 
time signature. The. opera, which 
was written in 1918 and was. first 
presented at Lausanne, is represen- 
tative of the period during and. after 
the war, when .composers..turned 
their attention from large .orches- 
tras to small ensembles and intensive | *° 
development. of the characteristic 
sonority of each instrument, . This 
enabled Stravinsky to develop the 
delicately bombastic quality of the 
Royal March, which Mr. Gruenberg 
describes as ‘‘one of the. most’ re- 
markable pieces of sarcastic writing 
in existence.’’ 

In designing the sets for ‘‘The Tale 
of the Soldier,'’ Donald M. Oenslager. 
has made use of a permanent jagged 
proscenium and, a _ screen... The 
screens are changed for each of the 
five scenes, 

“The designs are purposely satir- 
ical, sharp-edged, out of focus and 
kaleidoscopic in their lines and move- 
ment,’’ Mr. Oenslager points. out. 
“The costumes are designed to fit 
the scénery, conventionalized, stiff 
and hard. If one can picture music, 
the setting is a picture of what the 
tympanist: does in the orchestra,’’

Today he has: added. to: these 
primary qualities a surprisingly rich 
personal expressiveness, founded se- 
curely upon ‘the same architectonic 
structure once -too-obvious - in - his 
paintings, but -now almost merged 
in’ a result. as htumanly / emotional 
as. it is mathematically provable... In 
this result a rhythm, strong rather 
than subtle, not yet quite effortless 
in. appearance, provides the bridge 
actoss which one’ may pass to the 
earlier. work.

| Use—Britain and Italy Utilize Schneider Cup Contests to 
Produce Speedier Pursuit Ships—America Lags 
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(By CHANCE VOUGHT, 


HE racing plane of today is the 
pursuit ship -of next year, 
That has become) practically 

: axiomatic in airplane design, 
and is perhaps the greatest incentive 
to the military air services:to develop 
racing, planes. : 

Until the last year or two the’ gap 
between racing planes and the modi- 
fied fast pursuit plane stretched over 
four or five years; the present: pur- 
guit ship in the United States,) for 
instance, was the development of the 
racing planes built in 1923. But the 
British have done so well with their 
Supermarine Napier S-5s, the planes 
that won the Schneider Cup race last 
year, that the British. Government 
has ordered several of them for 
fighting ships. 

These planes have a high speed of 
at-least.100 miles an hour more than 
any standard pursuit ship. Our pur- 
suit ships can hardly dive as fast as 
these British planes can travel in 
level flight. What that would mean 
in combat can be imagined, even by 
one who does not fly. What chance 
would a pilot in a plane doing 170 
miles an hour have against a: plane 
which overtook him at 270 miles an 
hour and dropped on him at more 
than 300 miles an hour? 

Italy has developed high speed 
planes which will do around 300 miles 
an hour. Actually, the speed record 
is only 296 miles an hour. The Brit- 
ish are confident that they can ex- 
ceed that mark—though in an at- 
tempt their machine dived- into the 
Solent a few days ago—and the 
Italians hope to beat their own 
record. 


Racing Develops Plane: Speed. 


There is no denying that the Brit- 
ish have passed far,» beyond us. in 
developing fast planes, because ‘of 
our lack of support of racing in 
recent years. This has an effect not 
only upon the military efficiency of 
this country in the air, but also upon 
the development .of commercial 
planes, for it is obvious that any 
aerodynamic lessons learned by’ de- 
veloping racing planes pass down to 
the best military planes and then to 
commercial craft, resulting in faster 
and more efficient non-military air- 
planes. A racing airplane is nothing 
but a. clean airplane; an. airplane 
from which the last bit of resistance 
has been removed by ‘careful en- 
gineering experiment. 


It is this which makes the design 
and building of racing airplanes so 
expensive and the reason why such 
design must be conducted by the 
Government, and..not by private 
manufacturers who have not the re- 
sources for such work. It probably 
cost Great Britain $1,000,000 to de- 
velop her racing program of .last 
year, but she now has an efficient 
power plant ready to be converted 
to military purposes and a plane 
which puts her at least two years 
ahead. of all other countries, with 
the possible exception of Italy. It 
is the development work that is ex- 
pensive. 


Any. record-breaking. performance 
is invariably preceded by a long, 
tedious development, Generally it is 
conducted in the laboratory of an 
aircraft manufacturer contracting to 
the Government for military equip- 
ment; and necessitates the: expendi- 
ture of many thousands: of dollars 
contributed by the governmental de- 
partments in’ dn éndeavor to create 
the best for théir military uses. 


Government Aid on Engines. 
The: éngine used: by Lindbefgh has 
been used for four years by the 
United States Navy, with thousands 
of hours’ flying experience back. of 
it. The present engine is the result 
of many thousands of) dollars con- 
, tributed by the Government to. per- 
fect it. Several engines created in 
the same way are operating. in the 
United States today; their dependa- 
bility and durability aré quite equal 
to Lindbergh’s though not in the 
same 200-horsepower field. Many of 
these engines for.the past three or 
four years have. had ‘records of 
several hundred hours between over- 
hauls, with a total life nothing short 
of 1,000 hours. 


The same condition exists in the 
field of plane. design as.well ,as en- 
Bines. -Today When one looks over 
carefully the various characteristics 
of commercial planes he will see in 
their improvement influences of mili- 
tary accomplishments—effects that 
would not. haye’ béén devéloped for 
commercial work’ in.many/years had 
it not been for the stimulus given 
to manufacturers.and designers by 
the military groups. 

‘To get:a clear-picture of compara- 
tive values in Burope and this coun- 
try, it is necessary for me to con- 
sider, each, division of aeronautics 
separately. If.a particular phase of 
aviation is considered and all others 
Pee it can bée shown that Europe 

leading us; yet by the same meth- 
od, if we take another phase of 
aeronautical development and dwell 
upon {ft alone, it can” be ‘used to 
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lead, both in the number of hours of 
flying, number of planes in use and 
im their performance. In all of the 
planes of this class engines are used 
that have had their inception in ear- 
lier Government activities. 

Our Air-Mail Lead. 
From an airmail standpoint, with- 
out.doubt, America leads the world, 
not only in number of planes and 
hours of flying, but because these 
activities operate on -mail contracts 
by commercial ‘companies without 
one cent of Government subsidy. But 
in this field there is not one plane 
operating on any route in the United 
States which is! not using an engine 
which had been developed at enor- 
mous Government expense at some 
previous date for its military opera- 
tions. 
In passenger transport the suprem- 
acy passes to Europe, where, in the 
number of. miles flown and in types 
of ships, they undoubtedly lead. How- 
ever, they have enormous direct Gov- 
ernment subsidies, sometimes to the 
extent of more than 50 per cent. of 
the gross receipts—an unhealthy 
condition’ that would be unwelcome 
and distasteful in the United States. 
Here again the operating success 
of the enormous network of trans- 
port. lines throughout Europe is 
based on the contribution of engines 
and’ planés, whose basic designs were 
for ‘military purposes and which are 
being operated as passenger lines 
with the sole idea of fostering the 
necessary reserve for military organ- 
izations, 
No Subsidies. 


It is agreed that a natiqn’s military 
organization is as strong as the re- 
serve upon which it can fall back in 
time of emergency, but no one in the 
United States: holds that: this. should 
be accomplished by direct subsidy. 
The healthiest way is undoubtedly 
the one that we have adopted. 

In military aviation the problems 
are so involved that it is difficult 
to analyze the various phases of 





progress in Europe and America. 
The information we get on perform- 
ances of European aircraft may or 
may not be correct; the actual num-

ber of machines as*now furnished to 
the armies and navies is unknown, 


and it is impossible to compute ac- 
curately the cost per hour to main- 


tain ‘these aircraft. 


Influence of Cup Races, 

There is one phase of aviation that 
can yield a true picture of the capac- 
ity of the various countries to pro- 
duce aircraft, and it has taken the 
form of a sporting. military project— 
the Schneider Cup seaplane classic. 
I have endeavored to show how com- 
mercial aviation, and that, of course, 
is the phase of aviation which the 
average American is most-interested 
in, is dependent upon contributions 
by. the Government military. re- 
searches, and I want briefly to show 
that in the same manner military 
development is dependent upon rac- 
ing at high speed, for, in the final 
analysis, speed is the sole reason for 
the airplane. 

If these two statements are true— 
that is, that commercial aviation de- 





pends upon military development 


and military development on racing, 
then it is also true that conimercial 
aviation depends upon racing. 

In 1923, the United States Navy en- 
tered the Schneider Cup race in Eng- 
land for the first time, with a plane 
and engine that had been in process 
of development for several years for 
the Pulitizer Race in America, and 
won easily. Today, that engine is 
the standard pursuit engine in the 
United States Government in the 
water-cooled engine field, which is 
proof that racing engine development 
is passed on down to normal military 
operations. 


In the next race, held in Baltimore 
in 1925, the combination of an im- 
proved engine with an entirely new 
airplane enabled us to outspeed the 
British and Italians again by many 
miles. I will add, however, that the 
British had a great deal of hard luck, 
as they had actually produced a very 
fast machine and had spent hundreds 
of thousands of dollars.

racing, were late in. getting improve- 
ments started, and when we did start 
them we were able to pay only for 
the development of a new engine. 
Therefore the Itelians in 1926 took 
the cup back to Italy. 


The 1929 Opportunity. 

Last year we were unable to get 
any appropriation and consequently 
were not represented in the Schneider 
Cup race at Venice. The British, 
having been defeated in Baltimore 
in 1925, set to work on a_ two- 
year project with the purpose of 
winning’ the race in 1927. They 
built during that time six or 
seven planes and as many en- 
gines and walked away with the 
race from the Italians at Venice. -To- 
day, as the result of that race, the 
winning British racing éngine is 
practically the standard water-cooled 
engine in England. 

The Federation Acronautic Inter- 
nationale, the governing body for 
racing and the homologation of rec- 
ords, has ruled that the next Schnei- 
der Cup race will not be held in 1928, 
because it is impossible to perfect a 
new design in twelve months. The 
next race will be in 1929.

National-Museum in Wash- 
ington, already holding Amer- 
ica’s best collection of historic 
aircraft, expectantiy awaits 
the Spirit of St. Louis. On Dec. 8, 
1927, when Colonel Lindbergh was 
presented with the Langley medal, 
he said that eventually his’ plane 
would go to the museum. Space k-s 
been prepared for it in the aircraft 
building. One. official said a few 
days ago: 

“Lindbergh does things in a hurry. 
He was out over the Atlantic before 
most.Americans knew he planned to 
start. "Who knows but’ that one of 
these days he will drop down here 
from the sky? We are ready if he 
comes.”’ 

The Spirit of St. Louis will enter 
worthy company. Part of the pres- 
ent collection of aircraft is now in 
the old museum, alongside other his- 
torical exhibits. Here one sees the 
first battle-plane built in» America 
hanging over such relics asthe origi- 
nal. Star-Spangled Banner. and Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s stove-pipe hat. Lang- 
lev’s much-discusséd plane is within 
a few feet of the original model of 
“Freedom,”’ «which surmounts - the 
dome of the national Capitol. Models 
of the first. planes designed are close 
by the table used by General Lee at 
Appomattox and. the flag*carried by 
Peary to the North Pole. 


First to Cross Atlantic. 

To the west of the museum is the 
main aircraft building. Hardly a plane 
there but has within recent years 
captured the interest of the public. 

At the entrance’ rests a huge boat- 
shaped hull bearing the characters 
NC-4. In May, 1919, three American 
seaplanes started from Newfound- 
land for the first translantic flight. 
Two of them, the NC-1 and the NC-3,

non-stop coast-to-coast flight in our 
history, flying the 2,700 miles in 
about twenty-seven hours. 

They flew ina giant monoplane, the 
T-2, which now rests in the museum’s 
collection, one of the most striking 
of the exhibits, its huge bulk con- 
trasting with diminutive present-day 
types, 

Most of the planes are pioneers. 
There is, for example, the first air- 
plane to make the round trip from 
the United States to Alaska. In 
1920 four De Haviland planes left 
New York and returned three months 
later after a record-breaking trip of 
9,000 miles. The flagplane of this 
expedition is now in the museum. 

International interest was aroused 
over sending the first plane’ around 
the world. In April, 1924, four 
United States Army planes left Seat- 
tle on .the first lap of a memorable 
journey of 27,553 miles. 


Today the flagplane of the round- 
the-world squadron, the Chicago, is 
part of the museum’s collection. 

Colonel Lindbergh was not the 
first aviator to make a good-will 
flight to our southern © neighbors. 
Late in 1926 a group of five. United 
States Army planes left San Antonio. 


They visited twenty-one republics. 
One of the planes, the San Francisco, 
later flew to Canada. Now it be- 
longs to the Smithsonian, along with 
other instrumentalities of aviation’s 
progress. 

Two War Planes. 

Two battle planes of the World 
War are shown. One is a German 
Fokker fully equipped with machine 
guns and bearing the scars of battle. 
On one side of the plane is the 
picture of a mule, heels poised for 
action. The inscription,records that 
the plane was captured at Verdun 
by American aviators on Nov. 9, 
1918. Near by is a Spad biplane that 
served as part of the Twenty-second 
Aero Squadron of the A. E. F. and 
that was officially credited with the 
destruction of séven planes. 

An unusual-looking plane is the 
helicopter designed by Emile Ber- 
liner and his son, in an effort to 
solve the problem of vertical ascent. 
It has propellers here and there on 
the wings. It has flown successfully 
a number of times and represents 
important pioneer research. Other 
historic planes are on view, includ- 
ing one used by General Mitchell 
during the World War and later to 





pilot the Prince of: Wales over the 
German lines. 

In the old museum visitors find 
two special groups of planes. Of 
outstanding imrortance is the Lang- 
ley collection, which attracts atten- 
tion not only for its bearings on fly- 
ing development but because of the 
discussion that has arisen over it in 
recent years. Langley was for many 
years Secretary ofthe Smithsonian 
Institution. In 1903 he completed a 
man-carrying machine and. at- 
tempted to launch it from a catapult’ 
on the Potomac. The launching de- 
vice was faulty and the trials were 
unsuccessful. 


Years later,. under more favorable 
circumstances, and with various ad- 
ditions and changes, Langley’s plane 
was flown by Glen Curtiss. Now, the 
frail little machine, looking more 
like a large kite than a modern air- 
plane, hangs from the ceiling of ‘the 
museum. It ‘is the inscription under 
this plane that is said to have in- 
fluencéd Orville Wright to refuse, 
for the time at: least, to place his 
own famous plane in the Smithson- 
ian, It reads:

heavier-than-air craft in the his- 
tory of the world capable of sus- 
tained free flight under its own 
power, carrying a man. This air- 
craft slightly antedated the ma- 
chine designed and built by Wilbur 
and Orville Wright which on De- 
cember 17, 1903; was the first in 
the history of the world to accom- 
aye sustained free flight under 
ts own power, carrying a man. 
Thus the museum label states 
that “‘in the opinion. of many’’ the 
Langley plane was the first one 
‘‘capable’”’ of carrying a man under 
certain conditions; the Wright plane 
is credited with being the first actu- 
ally to accomplish the feat. Museum 
officials hope that eventually the 
present controversy over the inscrip- 
tion. may be settled and that . the 
Wright plane may become the prop- 
erty of the United States. 


Leonardo’s Device. 


In the ‘‘old museum’’ the second 
significant group consists of models 
of the first airplanes conceived by 
man.

The first ambitious project in’ con- 
nection with the LZ-127 will ‘be a 
series of flights between Spain and 
the Argentine Republic. Some time 
ago Dr. Eckener completed arrange- 
ments for these flights with inter- 
ested parties in Spain, and he has 
their promise that a landing field 
large enough for accommodating the 
new Zeppelin will be ready at Seville, 
in the south of Spain, by the time 
the airship is ready to undertake her 
trips to South America. 

After making these arrangements 
he went to Buenos Aires to confer 
with the Argentine authorities and 
with his associates in .the South 
American republic concerning the 
projected Zeppelin flights. After his 
return from this journey last Autumn 
he announced that a suitable landing 
field for the LZ-127 was not yet avail- 
able at Buenos Aires and that the 
requisite plans for providing such a 
field had not been perfected,’ so that 
he could not state definitely when 
the flights from Spain across the 
Atlantic to the Argentine could’ be 
made. But these flights dre still 
first on the list of those which it is 
proposed to have the new airship 
carry out. 

‘Though passengers will be taken 
along on the trips to Buenos Aires, 
Eckener has. pointed out that these 
flights cannot be considered in the 
light of a regular transatlantic air- 
ship service. ‘They will be more in 
the nature of advertising trips for 
the LZ-127, the purpose of which is 
to bring her to the attention of the 
world and strengthen, if possible, the 
claims of Dr. Eckener and of those 
who share his belief that the bright- 
est future in air navigation is re- 
served for the airship and not for 
the airplane. 

Other Ambitious Projects. 
After her flights between Spain and 
the Argentine the LZ-127 will be 
taken back to Friedrichshafen and 
thoroughly overhauled in prepara- 
tion for another sort of trip. Just 
what this will be has not yet been 
decided upon. ‘That it will be once 
more over large expanses of sea 
water is certain, but Dr. Eckener is 
undecided whether to steer his latest 
aircraft out over the Atlantic to Ice- 
land or the Azores and then back to 
Germany, or head boldly westward, 
as he did once before, not to drop 
earthward until he is over the Jand- 
ing airship sheds of Lakehurst, N. J:

Lengthening Growing Season. 

Electrified hotbeds in Sweden are 
on the largest.scale.at Hiasselby, a 
few miles north of Stockholm, in a 
nursery owned by Edgar Erikson. 
There are some 700 glazed sashes 
covering an approximate area of 
1,300 square meters: (about 3-10 of an 
acre). Each. window. is heated by 
cables underground, and the heat: is 
regulated from a cén' station. 

It was at Hasselby that Mr. Ed- 
holm and Mr. Erikson gave the writ- 
er an account of the season's suc- 
cess, Sixty thousand lettice plants, 
set out between the thirt-and eighth 
of March, yielded the first crop on 
April 5, and. the’ last .in- the’ begin- 
ning of May.. The. weather was un- 
favorable. There was almost no sun, 
and this ‘ accounted for the’ slow 
growth. A normal allowance is thrce 
weeks for the fitst and five for the 
last crop. Thirteen hundred melon 
plants were then set out..

Contral Heat Control. 


One important detail is the control 
of the heat for the beds through a 
central station. This control deter- 
mines the length ‘of the season of 
growth and is a practical factor in 
economy, since the heat can be 
régulated in relation to the normal 
warmth supplied by sunlight. The 
heat is conducted by electric cables, 
which in‘the beds themselves pass 
through ordinary tile drain pipes 
resting on a layer of charcoal. The 
charcoal is used because it is a poor 
conductor of heat.

All, the newspapers in which the 
three documents involved first ap- 
peared were published by the print- 
ing firm of Dunlap & Claypoole. This 
firm at that time was located in a 
small shop at 48 High (now Market) 
Street, Philadelphia. The site is now 
occupied by a restaurant. Beside the 
door is a bronze tablet commeniorat- 
ing the historical associations of pe 
site. 

The Declaration of Independesios 
was published three days before the 
signers had actually affixed their 
signatures to it. When it came out 
in’ The Pennsylvania Evening Post 
on Saturday, July 6; 1776, the only 
namé under it was that of John Han- 
cock. The document had been issued 
by the Continental Congress on July 
4, 1776. The reason publication did 
not occur till the sixth was that The 
Perinsylvania Evening Post was a 
tri-weekly, published. on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays, and the 
draft of the Declaration was not fin- 
ished till too late on ‘Thursday, July 
4, to make the edition of that date.

‘"The’ approach to the design of & 
group of buildings for the so-called 
Triangle began with a study of space 
requirements for such activities as 
might be placed there. Three of the 
buildings authorized by Congress, 
the Department of Commerce, the 
Internal Revenue and the Archives 
Building, called for first considera- 
tion;. and yet the impossibility of 
considéring these in any other way 
than as parts of a general composi- 
tion necessarily led to the study of 
the entire area involved. 

“With no ~redetermined limitations 
as to the total number of buildings 
to. .a placed in the area, but always 
keeping in mind the danger of over- 
concettraticn, the study of the new 
group led to the adoption of a rea- 
sonably’ open plan, which contem- 
plated the creation of two principal 
open spaces,-one taking the form of 
a great plaza of rectangular shape, 
764 feet long by 597 feet wide, and 
the other.a circular plaza some 375 
feet .in .diameter. To, frame the 
plazas buildings of monumental char- 
acter are proposed, five stories in 
height, the lower two stories forming 
the base where the three-story order 
occurs above; one additional story 
occurs back of the balustrade.”

The Department of Commerce 
Building, the first:to be constructed, 
will stand in a north-and-south posi- 
tion. between Pennsylvania Avenue 
and B Street, and Fifteenth and 
Fourteenth Streets in an éast-and- 
Or! west direction, When completed this 
classical structure, with its great 
white columns, will be an outstand- 
ing. achievement in. the history of 
building construction. It will be ap- 
proximately 1,000 feet long and will 
have more than 1,000,000 square feet 
of floor space—a city in itself. With- 
in- it will. be located every bureau 
and agency of.the department. 

The two plazas referred to by Mr.

King Fuad of 
Egypt and King Feisal of Iraq may 
be tied by a string to Britain, But 
the Ameer of Afghanistan is the vas- 
sal neither of Britain nor.of Russia. 
He is received at Rome, at Paris, at 
Berlin .before he.js seen.at Moscow 
or London.

Borchardt believes that an entirely 
different body.of water is. meant, 
nhemely, the Shott e-Djerid in South- 
ern Tunis, a salt swamp without an 
outlet, which in the sixth century 
B. C. was a large bay on the Medi- 
terranean Sea. 


On this premise Borchardt shows 
that in Plato’s descriptions a distinc- 
tion must be made between the Is- 
land of Atlantis and the island on 
which the City of Poseidon was 
situate. ‘The island in this case in- 
cludes all of Northwest Africa, and 
the word “island”? must be con- 
sidered in the Oriental meaning of 
a “land of culture.” On the other 
hand, the Island of Poseidon lay at 
the former mouth of the present 
Shott el-Djerid, and it was only this 
amall island which was destroyed by 
an earthquake. 

A Visit te the Site. 


When Borchardt’s first treatise on 
Atlantis appegred in Petermann’s 
“Geographischen Mitteilungen” in 
1927, I was about to begin a trip to 
Tunis to substantiate on the spot my 
theories on the Cyclops and the 
Phoenicians. I hed three days at 
my disposal to make a side trip to 
Little Syrte, which Borchardt fixes 
as the site of Poseidon City. Today, 
on this spot, a semi-desert stretches 
toward the horizon, only smell oases 
breaking the desolate landscape. The 


north from the Garden of the Oasis 
there is a broad, deep, dry bed of a 
stream, which runs eastward for 
thirteen kilometers to the seacoast. 
It contains only small rills or ‘pools 
of salty water and on that account 
is called Wadi e-Melah by the na- 
tives. During the short rainy season 
larger quantities of water flow, but 
even this does not explain the ten- 
meter high banks which are particu- 
larly well preserved on the northern 
side.

sarlic was destroyed in 1200 B. C., 
not by the Greeks but by the Thra- 
cians. Greeks came to this section 
four centuries later. Bethe says that 
only the earlier part of the Miad 
shows a knowledge of this place, 
while, in contrast to this, it is im- 
possible to make the oldest sagas 
conform to the Hellespont area. 
Where, then, was the Trojan War 
actually fought? To this question 
Bethe is not able to give a satisfac- 
tory answer. If we collect informa- 
tion about Troy from other Greek 
sources we find that ‘“Troja’’ and 
‘Troer”’ always come up where we 
hear of the Illyrians. Herodotus ob- 
serves that the Maxyes, living on 
the Triton Sea, claimed to be the 
followers of the Trojans. Herodotus 
himself surely believed they were the 
successors. of the Trojans, emigrat- 
ing to the Triten Sea after the de- 
struction of their native city... But 
from Egyptian inscriptions we know 
for certain that the Maxyes were 
located on the Triton Sea long before 
the Trojan War, whence they made 
successful expeditions. against the 
Egyptians. From Diodorus’s writ- 
ings we can conclude that their cap- 
ital. is. identical. with the Poseidon 
Fortress referred to by Plato. There- 
fore, should not Troy,.be the same

8. According to the Iliad, Hercules 
landed before Troy in an earlier pe- 
riod with six ships.

According to a Hercules myth, the 
hero Atlas refused to pay tribute; 
according to another, he colonized 
with Greeks the region of the Pil- 
lars of Atlas, which since then have 
been called “Pillars of Hercules.’’ 
A third myth speaks of the Wall of 
Hercules, which the Greeks later er- 
roneously shifted to the Straits of 
Gibraltar from Little Syrte, just as 
they did the Pillars. 

4, According to the Tiad (II, 814); 
the hill of Myrina lay before the wall 
of Troy, on which the Trojans estab- 
lished their battle lines: ‘There ‘is no 
mound or hill worthy of note on the 
plain before ,Hissarlic.

7. Though in the earlier part of 
the “Tiiad” the “Seamander’ has it 
source at the Mount of Ida,-the later 
parts of the same work (XXII, 147) 
give its source close to Troy, and 
what is especially characteristic, 
from two springs, oné with hot, the 
other with cold water. Plato writes 
that the Poseidon Fortress is supplied 
with water by a hot anda cold 
spring. In the immediate proximity 
of ‘the old canal, which I saw’ to the 
west of Oudref, there is' still a large 
spring, which. waters a part of the 
Oasis and here the French geologist 
Dru: discovered a hot “spring” by 
boring. 

If we take everything into account 
we see that actually the older Tiad 
descriptions coincide better with the 
Poseidon Fortress of Plato than. the 
small fort onthe Hellespont. Also the 
Trojan War thereby receives a new 
and greater significance: The’ cam- 
paign against the fort on the Helles- 
pont was merely a small raid which 
could ‘have been carried ‘out by a 
small group of Homeric heroes: A 
war against the Poseidon Fortress of 
the Little Syrte would have been a 
sort of World War.’

Several .of its topo- 
graphic features. have been named, 
but their names.are hardly known 
except.to hydrographers and ocean- 


For example, -probably the least un- 
familiar. of these names is that of 


the Telegraph Plateau. ‘This. desig-| 


nation -was,.given. by. Lieutenant 
Maury , three-quarters of a century 


ago to a region half as big as} 
Europe. The éxistence of the plateau | 
is a. matter. of. practical interest to} 


mankind, since it furnishes, a. com- 
paratively level surface, of moderate 
depth, over which, run most. of: the 
transatlantic cables. ..One would ex- 
pect. the. gazetteers, and. the school 
geographies,to say.a good deal about 
it,.-They do, not,.. Most of them. ig- 
nore it. , 

.So it, is with the.other known fea- 
tures of submarine geography, ex- 
cept the shoals, reefs and channels 
along coasts that affect navigation 
and a few ‘‘banks’’ that are famous 
fishing grounds. The schoolboy who 
gets to.be on. intimate terms with 
New Zealand, Chimborazo and Tim- 
buktu, and even scrapes a casual ac- 
quaintance with Rawalpindi, Anta- 
nmanarivo and the Gulf of Gabes, 
learns nothing about the Crozet Rise, 
the Japan Trench, the Cape Trough, 
the Marianne Ridge, the Brazil 
Basin, the Congo Cafion, the Tusca- 
rora Deep and the Swatch of No 
Ground. Every year hundreds of 
thousands of people travel within 
two or three miles, verticallly, of 
lands they have never heard about. 

Bearing on Earthquakes. 

Owing to new methods of sounding 
Ocean depths, hydrographers are 
now. rapidly putting the bottom of 
the sea on the map in more senses 
than one. They are.charting the ups 
and downs of the ocean floor with a 
fullness of detail that seemed impos- 
sible a decade ago...As the work 
Progresses it .will undoubtedly be 
found to have many important bear- 
ings..upon human affairs besides 
those already. recognized. 

One vital relation of subsea geogra- 
phy to. the human.environment. has 
only recently obtained the. recog- 
nition: it deserves, even in scientific 
circles, For years seismologists have 
been mapping. regions. of. relative 
strength and weakness in the earth’s 
crust that determine the distribution 
of..earthquakes...Their. maps. ended 
at.the.seashore. . Many. tremors. that 
“mark, the earth with. ruin’ have 
their origin. beneath the sea.. Thus 
maps .of; seismic. geography are in- 
complete..and.. often. misleading if 
they do not include the floor of the 
ocean, especially along coasts where 
there are abrupt slopes from moun- 
tains on.one side to. deep submarine 
valleys on the other, 

Even if there were no other reason 
for, making accurate surveys of the 
gea bottom, the task would be one of 
urgent importance as a means of 
gaining knowledge in the light of 
which the danger from earthquakes 
may be mitigated... Science has now 
fully. awakened to this fact. Four 
years ago the first bathymetric -sur- 
vey of an ocean area. undertaken 
primarily for the benefit of seismol- 
ogy was carried out off the coast of 
California by the United States Navy 
at the request of the Carnegie Insti- 
tution. 

Extensive Surveys Urged. 

Intensive mapping, of the kind re- 
quired for tracing fault-lines under 
the ocean was made possible and 
relatively easy by the newly devel- 
oped methods of ‘‘echo sounding.’ 
Last Autumn the International Geo- 
detic and Geophysical. Union, meet- 
ing at Prague, adopted a resolution 
urging far more extensive undertak- 
ings of similar, character, in. the 
shape of a thorough survey. of all, the 
so-called ocean ‘‘deeps,’’ .or regions 
in which the general depth of water 
exceeds, 3,000 fathoms, Within .the 
mext. year or two the leading mari- 
time. nations will probably embark 

this epoch-making task. 

Compared with the recent progress 
of deep-sea exploration the. growth 
of knowledge in this field has hereto- 
fore been slow. Systematic soundings 
t.the ocean outside the coastal 
waters were begun in the middle of 
the nineteenth century. The pioneer 
promoter of such undertakings was 
deutenant Matthew Fontaine Maury 
of.the United States. Navy,.and the 
first. efficient..apparatus for deep

sists of monotoncusly level plains, so 
that a few widely scattered sound- 
ings show its configuration with rea- 
sonable’ accuracy. Thus along a 
course of 3,200 miles in the South 
Pacific Agassiz found the greatest 
difference in depth to be only 400 
fathoms, or an average of nine inches 
to the mile. American cable steam- 
ers in the North Pacific found over a 
s etch of 100 miles an extreme devi- 
ation of only 250 feet from a mean 
depth of about 19,000 feet. 
67,400 New Soundings. 


On the other hand,.the more in- 
tensive surveys of certain ocean 
areas. recently carried out have re- 
vealed. much.of irregular subsea to- 
pography. This is, true of the cruise 
completed a few months ago by the 
German exploring ship Meteor... ‘. nis 
vessel left wermany i April, 1925, 
and returned ir.June, .1927, having 
made in the meantime a_ series of 
trips back and forth across the At- 
lantic in different latitudes, from the 
verge of the Anarctice to the latitude 
of the Cape Verde Islands. 

In the course of these crossings she 
took 67,400 soundings by acoustic 
methods, checked .by.. occasional 
soundings with wire and lead. The 
soundings were made at intervals of 
twenty ..minutes or oftener, corre- 
sponding to distances. :part of two 
miles or less,.along the entire route. 
The survey showed an extraordinary 
complexity of relief where a general 
flatness of the bottom had previously 
been assumed. 

The work of this expedition. also 
ilistrates. the . marvelous. improve- 
ments. lately made.in methods of 
deep-sea .sounding.. It. is not ‘too 
much to say. that the. past ten years 
havc witnessed far greater progress 
in the technique, of such. operations 
than was accomplished in the whole 
previous history of hydrography, <e- 
spite the large amount of ingenuity 
that had already been devoted to the 
development of sounding machines. 

The new acoustic methods of 
sounding are the outgrowth of in- 
ventions made during the World War 
for locating submarines under water. 
The listening devices developed for 
that purpose provided a means of 
Getermining the length of time re- 
quired for a sound, originating on 
board a ship, to travel to the bottom 
and, after reflection, to return to 
the vessel: This serves to ‘indicate 
the depth,’'as‘ the ‘speed of sound in 
sea’ water is known. It: amounts 
roughly to 4,800 feet a second, sub- 
ject to certain variations’ with tem- 
perature, salinity’ and pressure, for

markable “binaural sense,’’ by which 
we are enabled to judge of the. di-

In some of the instruments used 
abroad the signal is produced by the 
explosion of a cartridge and the 
depth is shown by means of a dial 
or a photographic recorder. The 
most interesting of the European in- 
struments are those of the so-called 
“ultra-sonic” tyve, in which the sig- 
nal is a train of sound-waves of very 
high frequency or pitch, far exceed- 
ine the range of audibility of the 
human ear. The applications of 
these high-pitched sounds have been 
developed especially by Professor 
Laugevin, in Frarice, and one of the 
two instruments in which they are 
employed is known as the Langevin- 
Fiorisson or lLangevin-Chilowsky 
sounding machine, 


Ocean Bed Relief Maps. 


With .these ingenious. time-saving 
contrivances at their disposal, there 
seems to. be.no reason why, in.the 
course of a few decades, hydrogra- 
phers should not produce relief maps 
of all parts of the ocean bottom, ex- 
cept in inaccessible polar areas, as 
detailed as those now available for 
dry land. Moreover, the results 
promise to be much more accurate on 
the average than the measurements 
of altitude over land ‘surfaces ob- 
tained by the relatively slow and la- 
borious methods of barometric read- 
ings and precise leveling. That would 
have seemed a dream a generation 
ago. 

Of course; the world wishes to 
know more about the bottom of the 
sea than its mere topography. Sam- 
ples of deep-sea mud. must. still. be 
brought up by the slow mechanical 
methods of the past. The living 
creatures. of. the deep must be 
dredged by equally. slow. processes. 
There is plenty of work left for 
oceanographers. 

The force of gravity must be meas- 
ured over all parts of the ocean bed 
if we are to understand the move- 
ments of the earth’s crust that have 
built the mountains and depressed 
the seas. In this field of inquiry 
there has also been marked progress 
in the last few years, thanks to the 
enterprise of a Dutch geodesist, Dr. 
F. A. Vening Meinesz.

The attempted solutions of this 
problem have varied from over-em- 
phasis upon the individual man, his 
rights and his freedom, to exaggera- 
tion of the importance of men in 
groups, or society, with the subor- 
dination of the individual man to the 
group and the disregarding of his 
rights and his freedom as such. 

Extreme emphasis upon the *free- 
dom of each man ignores all checks 
on his action and leads to the denial 
of the validity of all law. On the 
other hand, when one man centres 
in himself all power, all other men 
and laws that would protect them 
are denied recognition. The result 
is despotism. 


America’s Middle Course. 


When the individual is subordi- 
nated to the group, large or small, 
we have a condition in which the 
rights of the individual are ignored 
in so far as they would interfere 
with the purposes of the group. The 
result may be slavery; it may be pa- 
ternalism; it may lead to regarding 
the individual, in the words of the 
despot, as ‘‘cannon fodder.’’ 

Successive peoples have tried to 
solve this problem of the inter-rela- 
tion of the one with the many in va- 
rious ways. The classic examples are 
those of Athens with its individualis- 
tic emphasis and Sparta with its 
group emphasis and its resultant sub- 
ordination of the individual. 

America, the world’s present larg- 
est enduring experiment in democ- 
racy, has striven to find a solution 
for this age-old problem by a middle 
course that would find the best re- 
sults for society through means that 
would most benefit each man. The 
fundamental principle of our coun- 
try’s solution to the problem of gov- 
ernment is found in the ideal that we 
should provide for each man the full- 
est possible freedom and. develop. 
ment consistent with a similar free- 
dom and development of every other 
man. The identity of individual and 
social interests has’ properly been re- 
garded as the basis of true democ- 
racy. 

Of the founderg of our Government 
it can be said that they ‘wrought bet- 
ter than they kuéw—some might say 
better than they intended. Many of 
those who helped lay out* the» prin- 
ciples upon which the Constitution 
was founded were doubtful of the.de- 
sirability of giving much ‘power to 
the individual, At’ the period when 


deliberations of the ‘founders the 
principle of strong central control 
was balanced by the principle of in- 
dividual freedom. The interplay of 
these two principles was evidenced 
throughout in the Constitution and 
in its Bill of Rights, the first ten 
amendments, when these were fi- 
nally put beforé te world ds ‘the new 
nation’s proposed sclution for a Gov- 
ernment that could in later years be 
described as of, by and for the 
people. 

Fortunately for the, success. cf the 
work of the. framers, of the Consti- 
tution, emphasis: was Jaid upon: prin- 
ciples rather than upon details, and 
sufficient elasticity was provided to 
make it possible for the Constitution 

‘to meet the varying problems of a 
developing nation b/ means of cus- 
tom, interpretation and judicial de- 
cisions. The Constitution \earrled 
within itself, the, means,for its own. 
adaptation to:varyin, . and. 
thus laid the foundation’ for a Gov- 
ernment of laws than of men.

a static condition or the molding of 
the individual through a _ central 
agency to the acceptance of such 
static. condition. Possibly the great- 
est contribution of the American 
people to the world has been the 
faith shown in the common man. 


It is in this faith in the common 
man that the necessity for universal 
education arises if.democracy is to 
live. Social and political theories 
must find their justification and 
their very. life in educction. What- 
ever the form of government of a 
nation, that nation can endure only 
when there is a clear recognition of 
the fact that the government of to- 
morrow is being provided for in the 
schools of today. Despotic govern- 
ments, whether their purpose is the 
perpetuation of a family line or a 
small group as governors, have al- 
ways been insistent, for their own 
preservation, on the transmission to 
the rising generation of what the 
éxisting rulers approved, 

In our country, even from the days 
when the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion were under consideration, there 
has ever been opposition to the crea- 
tion of a national system of educa- 
tion which might aim more at the 
crystallization of the thought and 
character of the individual than at 
his.free. development... The Constitu- 
tion itself makes no direct provision 
for education. Its words do not pro- 
vide for education except indirectly 
in the Tenth Amendment: ‘‘The pow- 
ers not delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor prohibited 
by it to the States, are reserved to 
the States respectively, or to the 
people.” 

Perpetuity of Ideals. 

Whatever changes may occur in 
the future, it is undeniable that the 
American system has heretofore re- 
lied on local government for the per- 
‘petuation of its ideals and its future 
existence through the inculcation of 
such ideals. Education in America 
has always been a State function. As 
@ result, though there has grown up 
@ degree of identity of interests and 
of procedure, the schools of America 
have been free to adjust themselves 


} to. local conditions and requirements. 


‘The perpetuity of American ideals 
has been closely allied to the inter- 
ests of the individual man and wo- 
man, as far as these ideals and these 
interests are affected by education. 
The underlying belief has been that 
if the rights of the individual as far 
as consistent with the rights of 
others are conserved and developed, 
society wi.l benefit. 


The keystone of our life as a na- 
tion “has, been an ‘insistence that 
privilege. must always be balanced 
by duties,... Society...grants, these 
privileges and creates laws requiring 
that individual citizens. be responsive 
to. them by accepting the duties that 
follow from the privileges, if there 
isto be intelligent social action and 

The result has been an 

The institution upon which Amer- 
ica has relied for the realization of 
the ideals already discussed is the 
system of free public education. Our 
country has always felt that, for its 
perpetuation it thle: @ free and) 


of at least enough wealth to meet 
his own needs, that he must at least 
have sufficient spirit of social 
progress to accord with it if he can- 
not add to it, and that he must. be 
obedient to law through self-disci- 
pline if possible; in a word, that he 
must know how to find his place in 
society through an active desire to 
cooperate with his fellow-citizens. 
As the significance of the Consti- 
tution itself has developed with a 
broadening and deepening concept of 
American democracy, so has the 





thought. of the American: people in 
their attitude toward the problems of 
education. For a great part of the 
nation’s life it was felt that our pur- 
poses would be accomplished if 
we confined ourselves to a system 
of. free, tax-supported: elementary 
schools. The free high school of to- 
day in its rapid extension and devel- 
opment to meet wider demands ex- 
emplifies the urge uponmit of the 
growing concept of democracy in our 
national life. 


That the . progressive American 





high school of today must meet the 
demand, that the individual must be 
prepared not alone for his own ends, 
but also for contribution to the wel- 
fare of society, in other words, that 
the high school must meet its obliga- 
tion as a socializing institution, is 
shown by the list of objectives of 
secondary education evolved by a 
committee of the National Education 
Association and at present most 
vitally affecting the procedure and 
development of the high schools in 
all parts of the country. These. ob- 


jectives, as stated by the committee, 
are: health, command of fundamen- 
tal processes, worthy. home member- 
ship, vocation, civic education, 
worthy use of leisure, ethical charac- 
ter. 

The conception of.the American 
high school today is clear. It has 
the obligation to provide for the 
responsible self-realization of each 
pupil in. an environment that not 
only reflects the larger community, 
but aims at an ultimate improve- 
ment of that community. It must

How much the change in weather 
had counted in creating the present 
status of the two houses of Con- 
gress and saving the Constitution, 
only the delegates themselves knew. 

More of this mental stress the con- 
vention delegates were under, and 
further proof of the disposition they 
at last developed toward concession 
and compromise is reflected in the 
letter Washington sent as ‘‘President 
of the Federal Convention’’ to the 
“President of Congress’”’ in trans- 
mitting the Constitution. Dated 
Sept. 17, 1787, the letter marked the 
final agreement. Washington said, 
in part: 

“It is obviously impracticable in 
the Federal Government of these 
States to secure all rights of inde- 
pendent sovereignty to each, and yet 
provide for the interest and safety 
of all: «Individuals entering into so- 
ciety must give a share of liberty to 
preserve the rést. The magnitude of 
the sacrifice must depend as well on 
situation and Gircumstance, as on the 
Object to be obtained. It is at all 
times difficult to.draw with precision 
the line between those rights which 
must be surrendered and those 
which may be reserved; and on the 
present occasion .this difficulty was 
increased by..a difference: among the 
several ‘States as to their situation,

“When Massachusetts ratified, the 
workers of Bostom and of all the 
neighboring communities gathered in 
and around Faneuil Hall and formed 
one of the most imposing parades of 
that period. 


Labor Demanded Adoption.

ARY ANN ROCKS off Plym- 

outh are found not to blame 

after all for the wreck a few 
days ago of the Boston-New York 
steamer Robert E. Lee and the death 
in freezing waters of three faithful.

Mary Ann Rocks are but 
the ‘trusty servitors of destiny and 
geography; they and their sister 
reefs give sinew to the emblematic 
arm of Cape Cod, bent in threat

Generations of July and Rugust | 

visitors. at Manomet or Whiteliorse 
Beach have watched the gently play- 
ing waves foam and swish about ‘the 
knees of Mary Ann like bright: blue 
skirts with the lace flountes of a 
past era; and the watching visitors 
have wondered where Mrs. Hemans 
“got that poetic stuff’? about ‘the 
Pilgrim Fathers landing when ‘‘the 
breaking waves dash’d high on a 
stern and rockbound coast.”” But 
she got it straight from the simple 
records of ancient navigators and pi- 
rates who called the Cape Malabar, 
Malabrigo, Arecifes and Tucker's 
Terror, and noted: 


“Great riffs which maintained al 


deafening noise, even ata distance |’ 
ominous in the mariner’s'’ ear; the 
floor of the sea was litérally ‘plowed 
by the roaring tide.”’ 

Not till 1602, when Gosnold passed 
that way, was the point given the 
guileless name of Cape Cod—because 
he caught so many of the fish. round+ 
about. Sixteenth-century “cartoz 
raphy at the Public Library shows 
it more warningly described by Ver- 
razano as ‘‘syrtis,’’ when on his way 
to the naming of Sandy Hook ‘‘Cape 
St. Mary,’ and our lordly Hudson 
the “Rio San Antonio’’; by Cabot 
as Capo de Arecife (Reef Cape), and 
by Mercator, in 1542, as Cabo de 
Malabrigo (Bad Shelter). Hague 
archives show it as known to Dutch 
and French in 1598 as Majlabar— 
Cape Cod not appearing ‘till the 
Alexander map in 1624. 

Those who feel the charm, passion, 
imagination and history that lie in 
word derivations have been interest- 
ed in the tradition that Mary Ann 
Rocks, against which Miles Standish 
and leaders of the Mayflower party 
were nearly dashed in December of 
1620, were so named later for the 
two daughters of King James II. 


The Royal Namesakes. 

Both daughters, after James ab- 
dicated by flight, married as the 
Ministers of State in the “winning 
party’’ persuaded them. Mary, al- 
though habituated to the same sym- 
bolistic mysteries the Anglican 
Church is again dividing on, was 
wedded to William of Orange, whom 
she, as Queen, ‘was to see defeat her 
father’s effort at the Boyne to re- 
gain the throne. Anne, given” in 
marriage to Prince George. of Den- 
mark, wished the throne to go to 
her brother rather than herself, ‘‘but 
was frustrated by the Cabinet.’”’ The 
rocks below Plymouth became Mary 
and Anne Rocks and in time, in the 
clipped New England speech, merely 
Mary Ann. 

It had been in honor of these two 
Stuart Princesses that Jacobite fam- 
ilies, adherents of James and his 
predilections, began naming their 
girls Mary Anne. Politics and po- 
lemics left them the losing, tn- 
prospering party, and on Massachu- 
setts Bay there were in the Georgian 
period and later more Mary, Annes 
among the serving than the’ emiploy- 
ing classes. Only those familiar with 
the sentiment the name conserved 
could sense the grace of it. 

Mary Ann Rocks have miemories 
of the passing sixteenth - century 
Frenchman who broke up at Mala-

sentinel rocks. ‘‘Put her about pr 
we are dead men,’’ shouted the Cap- 
tain. ‘‘Though it. was. dark-.and 
rained hard they got presently under 
the lee of an island (now Clark) and 


did not know it was an island till 
morning.’”” Next day being Sunday 
they rested ashore, and on Monday 
sounded the harbor, landed. and 
found cornfields and running brooks 
and returned to the Mayflower with 
word that they had discovered a 
place fit for settlement: Dec. 15 the 
Mayflower weighed anchor and com- 
ing within two leagues of the place 
(Mary Ann Rocks) ‘“‘had to bear up 
again.’’ Wind turning fair, they got 
safely~into harbor. ~~ 

The American brig Arnold, Com- 
mander Magee, overwhelmed by a 
snowy. nor’easter in 1778-drove onto 
Plymouth flats, Men froze. to the 
rigging. Only 33 of the 105 who 
sailed that morning from Boston 
survived,. One jack tar waa so en- 
cased that rescuers thought him a 
block of ice till one of them saw 
him wink an eye. In 1827 the 
schooner Almena headed for Plym- 
out Light through murk filled 
with ice needles. But the vessel, ‘‘as 
if intent on some spot where it 
might bé wrecked, met the teeth of 
a cruel ledge.’’ At the helm, hands 
frozen to it, his feet in ice, was the 
only man who weathered 'the storm.

PHOTOGRAPHY: EVOEVES ‘RULES 
FOR A PERFECT TECHNIQUE 





HE camera, as the phrase has 
it, does not lie, but it is a com- 
monplace of the movies and of 

the photographer’s studio that the 
camera is deceived. Such an art of 
deception has in fact been built up, 
and even the distressingly truthful 
daguerreotypes of our grandparents 
need no longer frighten even the 
most unpresentable away from sit- 
ting for a portrait. Any one within 
reason, remembering a few simple 
details of preparation, should now 
be able to get a good portrait like- 
ness, according to. those. familiar 
with the camera and its products. 
Of course the knowledge of lighting 
and perspective and the use of the 
soft focus in obtaining portraits have 
ull gone to advance the probability of 
satisfactory resultg for the sitter. 
But even aside from these advances 
there are certain factors that will 
help the sitter and the photographer 
to obtain a desirable portrait. Physi- 
cal comfort is very important. Tight 
shoes almost inevitably produce a 
look of strain on the face of the sub- 


such as satin and fabrics with a 
metallic glint tend to, detract.from 
the sitter and focus attention on the 
clothes. 


Hats and satin: are individual 
problems for the photographer as 
well as. the. sitter and should be 
worn only after every consideration. 
A profile view is also a problem for 
each person. A too-recent session 
with the hairdresser prior to a visit 
to the photographer may ruin @ por- 
trait for a woman by causing hard 
lines to appear in the coiffure in- 
stead of the soft natural framing of 
the features, which is the effect pho- 
tographers strive to get.

Efforts to Reduce Carelessness. 


This office was established in 1825, 
but prior to ~ 1860°~no © coniplete 
record ‘was kept of its transactions. 
Such statistics as are available show 
that in 1880 some 380,000 letters were 
turned — over. ‘In 1859, when the 
Senate requested that ~ the Post- 
master General's annua} © “report 
should inchide a statement’ ‘of the 
number of dead letters received, the 
number reported was 2,500,000. From 
that time, various measures, includ- 
ing legislation, were used to decrease 
the amount of undeliverable mail, | 

In 1862” Congress authorized the 
Postoffice to return dead — letters 
whenever the address of senders 
could be. obtained. A charge of 3 
cents was required to be made for 
the return of ordinary mail and 6 
cents for letters containing anything 
of value. The amount of revenue 
thus collected in one year amounted 
to $46,645.92, or $26,000 more than 
the cost of the labor involved: 


The introduction of the money 
order system in 1864 was due largely 
to the fact that much money had 
been found in unclaimed letters. 
The following year the Government 
went into the business of. making 
stamped envelopes imprinted ‘with 
the address. of the sender and a re- 
quest for return. Despite these ef- 


forts the receipts of undeliverable |- 


mail increased, but this may have 
been owing in part to the general 
increase in the volumé of'miail. In 
1866 the 3-cent fee was discontinued, 


and it was not resumed until 1920. Inj

MOUNT RORAIMA EXPEDITION 
BRINGS HOME A RARE BIRD 





Diglossa, Toad and Rat Are Believed to Be 
Descended From the Pleistocene Age 


of birds and 550 of mammals 

just brought back from their 
Brazilian trip by the members of 
the Lee Garnett Day expedition, 
which left the American Museum of 
Natural History last July, are two 
which are of special interest—the 
Thomas rat and the diglossa, a bird 
more commonly known as the honey 
creeper. The party spent seven 
months in reaching and returning 
from their objective, Mount Roraima, 
fn the northeastern part of Brazil, 
near the British Guiana border. Few 
white men have penetrated this in- 
accessible region. 

To study existing forms of animal, 
bird and plant life ‘the expedition 
camped at three different levels, the 
highest and most important on the 
summit at 8,600 feet above sea level. 
The rarified atmosphere permitted 
them to remain only twp weeks on 
the high plateau. Roraima is a table 
mountain whose upper surface is 
about twelve miles square. On the 
heights the party found two mam- 
mals and eleven varieties of birds. 


Found in Two Places. 


The Thomas rat and the diglossa 
were found in the lower regions and 
are of particular interest because 
both live in the Andes as well as on 
Roraima, 2,000" miles “apart: whieh} 
was the home of the species is a 
question.

The 
same is unquestionably true for the 
Thomas rat, the toad and all the 
vegetation now in existence on 
Roraima..There are no fossil records 
on Roraima. ‘Continuous erosion has 
carried away all. traces of _pre- 
historic life. ‘The judgments we 
form must be made on a reading of 
the present time. . We. found. many 
instances of ripple marks in the sand- 
stoney, . The water, like. a, sculptor, 
has carved the rocks into fantastic 
patterns and shapes.”’

LTHOUGH the juvenile courts

# generation ago, a visit to those of 
London and Paris and conversations 
with judges and.probation officials 
of other cities in,.Europe reveal a 
striking difference. in the court pro- 
cedure.and the subsequent handling 
of delinquent and incorrigible  chil- 
dren. 

Our. point of view in Aitarion is 
that the function of the juvenile 
court, is. protective and preventive as 
well, .as. corrective, as one of our 
courts has, expressed it. The function 
of the juvenile court is not to try a 
child for a erime but to save it from 
such a trial. Therefore, in an Ameri- 
can juvenile court record a child is 
not charged with a particular of- 
fense, he is not:found guilty of either 
a crime or a misdemeanor; his case 
is.heard to determine whether or not 
he should: be adjudged delinquent or 
incorrigible, as the situation may be. 
Children in most of our jurisdictions 
may be brought before a juvenile 
court on petition instead of on 
arrest. 

In Burope, on the other hand, pro- 
ceedings are initiated through the 
police.

The 
leading .juvenile court Judge in Bel- 
gium, de Wets, has published a 
guide for probation officers called

Perhaps the most striking feature 
of the survey is thé revelation that 
with growing economic strength thé 
Jews have rapidly abandoned the 
congested sections of older New York 
to move into newly opened areas, 
where health conditions are better. 
The current of progress has swept 
them from the tenements of the 
lower east side to Harlem, Yorkville, 
the Bronx, Brooklyn and Queens. 

The decentralization has been 
marked in Manhattan where the 
radiation has been chiefly from the 
lower east side and Harlem. Here 
figures speak eloquently. In 1916\the 
lower east side had 23.5 per cent. of 
all New York's Jews; by 1925 this 
figure had dropped to 15.2 per cent. 
In Harlem the decrease was from 9.9 
per cent. of the total Jewish popul- 
lation of the entire city in 1916, to 
6.6 in 1925.

Adding to Our Power. 

The size of some of these undertak- 
ings is noteworthy. At Niagara Falls 
single water turbines generate 70,000 
horsepower, and at the Brooklyn 
»Ealison plant a single turbo-genera- 
tor) Steam driven, develops 107,000 
horsepower. The new State “Line 
power house of the Chicago Edison 
Company will have an ultimate ca- 


Pate, of 1,850,000 horsepower, and |, 
will house one unit that will develop |’ 


140,000 horsepower alone. These gi- 
gantic power-producing machines 
can be appreciated only by being 
seen in operation. 

The efficiency of these great plants 
is astonishing. A few years ago it 
required 6 or 7 pounds of coal to 
produce 1 horsepower per hour. 
These new installations will require 
but sone pound..of coal per horse- 
power hour. Here, at least, is one 
productive factor that can still be 
greatly extended and which, more 
thah-any other perhaps, will hasten 
the economic millennium. 

‘We probably cannot look’ for very 
great improvement in machinery for 
generating and applying electricity, 
This is already highly developed and 
highly ‘efficietit,) We can, however, 
expect, to.see. much higher voltages 
used in the transmission of. electric 
current, which will make ‘available 
moredistant water falls and enable 
us to generate power at more advari- 
tageous points, thus saving.» much of 
the: present high cost of transporting 
fuel.,, Nor .can any great advances 
inthe ‘art of communication’be éx- 
pected. .'Time’ and distance. have, al- 
ready, been eliminated by the tele- 
graph; the télephone and the radio. 
Any: further gains in. this. direction 
will be negligible—just as reducing 
the time of crossing the Atlantic by 
a few hours is of no real conse- 
quence, compared with the reduction 
of time already attained.

Regulating Money’s Flow, 

——e economic « gains could’ be 

made . by: a) better understanding ‘of 
the flow of money from industry to 
the worker,.in the form of wages, 
and from the workér back to indws- 
try, through:the «purchase of the 
products ‘he has ‘made. ' If this ‘flow 
of money were. well understood and 
could be controlled so that wasteful 
and. ill-advised projects could be pre- 
vented and the ‘peaks and valleys of 
our curve of industrial production 
could be ironed out, losses due to un- 
employment could be ‘réduced. To- 
day unemployment’ is’ one’ of the 
principal causes of want, 

Here is a spectacle’ for the econ- 
omist to explain: “Warehouses filled 
with=goods which the very people 
‘who walk the streets unemployed 
mely necd, while the factories 
through which they might earn 
money to purchase these goods are 
shut..down. 

Our economic progress, both in pro- 
duction and-distribution, will be ham- 
ered so lone as our legislators are 
poorly ‘Informed concerning industry 
and@ finance.

unsound. We shall have such un- 
solved problems as” Muscle Shoals 
before us indefinitely as long as we 
try to settle them by town-meeting 
methods. 

How shall. we. bring to bear upon 
these great industrial..problems of 
national importance the same special 
skill and intelligence that has cre- 
ated modern industry and which is 
daily solving similar problems quickly 
and efficiently? If democratic gov- 
ernment fails ‘us it. will not be for 
lack of patriotism, but because of 
our failure to apply specialized, skill 
and knowledge to these difficult in- 
dustrial problems. which beset. our 
National.

merely the cliffs but the entire sheet 
itself. There is nothing like this 
sheet in the Arctic. 

In the Great, Barrier we catch a 
glimpse of what the Ice Age must 
have méant in North America. Snow 
falls in the Antarctic; but not enough 
to form such a bed of ice.’ How is 
it féd? Both the geologist and the 
meteorologist: would like’ to know. 
Byrd cannot answer all their ques- 
tions with his photographs and aerial 
observations, but he can cover thou- 
sands of square miles of.ice.and dis- 
cover some of the more important 
glaciers that probably feed it. Per- 
haps» the) barrier) ‘may? be the rem- 
nant of a_recent ice age which ex- 
terminated all land life except a few 
tenacious protozoa and tough in- 
sects. It is ‘probably the greatest 
field of glacial ice in the world. 


A’ Huge Iceberg ‘Factory. 


The mighty’ front of ‘this barrier 
stretches, for’ nearly. 300..miles be- 
tween Mount Erebus, and Mount 
Terror ‘to King Hadward VII Land; 
and the ice cliff, towering sometimes 
250 feet high, fronts;.the glacial 
mass. Here is the greatest iceberg 
factory i@ the world. Hundreds of 
icebergs’ break away with the sound 
of booming guns every Summer. 
The barrier itself is probably afloat. 
Thére is evidence that it is slowly 
drifting toward the north. Ross, its 
discoverer, said of it: ‘‘It is impos- 
sible to conceive a more solid-looking 
mass of ice; not the smallest appear- 
ance.of any rent or fissure could we 
discover throughout its whole extent, 
and the intensely bright sky behind 
it but too plainly indicated the great 
distance to which it reached to the 
southward.”

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rible days that marked his return 
from the Pole, he nevertheless clung 
desperately to thirty-five pounds of 
geological specimens. , Never did he 
and his four deyoted companions mve 
them up, although every additional 
pound of weight made progress more 
difficult. 

There were little fossils in the 
specimens, often so. inconspicuous 
that they can scarcely be seen. They 
have proved to be precious relics of 
the Antarctic’s past history. At Dr. 
Wilson’s request Scott had dragged 
them along to the very end in the 
face of disaster, Even if Byrd comes 
back with only a few clear, sharp 
photographs of rocky escarpments 
so steep that snow cannot settle on 
them he. may settle some knotty 
geologic questions. 

A. study of.the Polar. currents, 
which will be made by. Byrd’s 
oceanographer, means much to ship- 
ping. Little is known of the. cur- 
rents that stream up from the south. 
Thermometers must be dropped into 
the icy depths to make navigation 
safer than it is. 

It is only. by the piecing together 
of countless facts gathered by men 
trained in physics, biology, geology, 
meteorology and other sciences that 
the horizon of human knowledge is 
broadened. The voyages of Colum- 
bus to America were experiments in 
geographic research. Byrd’s effort, 
for all the .spectacular aid it may 
receive. from powerful engines and 
stout wings in the. air, is no_ less 
scientific, than ..the investigations 
that resulted in the discovery, of the 
X-rays. orthe. formulation of the 
theory of evolution, 

When Byrd talks and writes of his 
plans. it is not with. the. spirit. of 
the daredevil seeking thrilling ad- 
venture, but .of a scientist. imbued 
with, the. high purpose of lifting at 
least. a. part. of that white . veil 
beneath .which the, Antarctic, has 
lain so, long .concealed, 
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the maximum, the minimum and the 
average wage. 

As. a nation we are committed to 
an effort to build a civilization where 
the want, misery and vice that fol- 
low in the wake of compulsory pov- 
erty shall be unknown. I fully be- 
lieve that if we have the will to do 
so we can put poverty behind us 
even as we have relegated slavery to 
the past.

Sub- 
sequently, everybody..began to de- 
mand demountable, interchangeable 
wheels and-all the automobile manu- 
facturets began to make them. They 
may be had now ‘on’ Jow-priced as 
well as: high-priced»cars, ; They are, 
for instance, perk of the new: Ford's 
equipment. 

But, says the Wire Wheel Corpora- 
tion of America, all these wheels in- 
fringe on~the~Cowles: patent... ‘This 
was iniplied, at least,’ -in a suit 
brought’ by the corporation against 
the Willys-Overlatid Company in Chi- 
cago, which~the-~wheel* corporation 
won. The lower court’s décision in 
its favor was upheld by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals:on-Dec. 1 last.. In 
order to broaden its claim to cover 
any possible infringement, the wheel 
corporation Has since added certain 
specifications to its | suit, and 
a hearing on this entary ac- 
tion is scheduled.to take. place in the 
United States District Court of Chi- 
cago next Thursday. ‘THat’s the way 
things stand at present. 

The Threatened “Demand. 

If the wheel corporation wins this 
second suit, as it did the first, and 
if a decision in its fayor is sustained 
in the higher court, it will then be in 
a@ position to demand royalties from 
virtually every manufacturer of au- 
tomobiles in the industry, according 
to what seems to be the consensus of 
opinion in the trade... It is assumed 
that this demand for royalties will 
be retroactive: According ‘to one re- 
port, the corporation intends to ask 
40 cents a. wheel -for.every. demount- 
able, interchangeable. wheel. made 
since the Cowles patent was granted 
in 1914. That would pile up into mil- 
lions of dollars’ today. And on top 
of that would be piled the license 
fees, or. royalties, demanded.--for

had assigned his .rights. That was 
in 1908, and from that date on all 
the manufacturers paid licénse fees 
to the _-vehicle company.;, All of 
them, that is, except Henry Ford 
and Thomas B. Jeffery, another pio- 
neer of: the day, then’ making ‘the 
Rambler car: They fought on:, The 
Association of Licensed. Automobile 
Manufacturers threateried to. ape any 
one who béught ‘a Ford or’ a! Ram- 
bler. They advertised, ‘Do! not, buy 
a lawsuit. with. your automobile. eg 
Ford countered by offering each pur- 
chaser of one:of his cars/a} bond «pro- 
tecting him from such a suit. Mean- 
while he continued to challenge the 
patent in the courts, and in 1911 he 
obtaindd a. final “decision - ‘the 
Court of Appeals upholding the valid- 
ity of the Selden_patent,. but declar- 
ing that Ford's engine “not ah 
infringemcat of it. The Selden vate 
ent specified an.engine.of.the Bray- 
ton type with’ compression outside 
the cylinder.

OPPOSE - EXTENSION OF 
TOLL: ROAD SYSTEMS 


HE “American Automobile Associ- 
ation “and the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce have, 

in effect, joined: forces-to oppose the 
xtension of the toll-road system in 
the United States. The association 
recently delivered a broadside in the 
form..of a. bulletin aimed at..those 
seeking to increase the eS of 
‘tol bridges. in.,..the «. country, . 
Alfred Reeves, general manager re 
the chamber, made an address before 
the Rotary Club of ,White.Plains.Jast 
week in which he declared that there 
‘was “no excuse for the toll ‘road.” 


“If there is enough traffic on any 
given road:to: make it profitable for 
private investors,”’ said Mr.-Reeves, 
“then there is enough to warrant its 
being built as a public highway.’’ 

After dedlaring that “‘there’is at 
the . present. time: a nation-wide at- 
tempt to grab the highways of the 
country for’ private profit,’’ Mr. 
Reeves went.on to say: 

“Perhaps the greatest hazard of a 


rivate. toll-roagi .system would be 
e self-interest which it would estab- 


lish.' It “would ‘‘créate--a > financial 
group whose. chief purpose would be 
not. only to build private roads but 
also to block the construction of pub- 
lic: highways where: they. were most 
needed,”’ 

Both Mr. Reeves in his address and 
the American Automobile, Association 
in its bulletin “admitted that ‘there 
were times: when the State or city 
could not afford to build-a needed 
btidge, but they argued that in such 
a. case. the public authority.. should 
construct ‘the bridge and collect, tolls 
from it until it was paid for, rather 
than turn ‘the enterprise over to pri- 
vate interests. The -success of. pri- 
vately owned toll bridges. has , been 
so. great, according to the A. ‘A. A., 
that many _ firms. and individuals

lic Roads, 233 toll bridges were «in 
operation in™ the Unitéd™ States at 
the beginning of the year; of which 
191 were privately ownéd..

_Of ‘the latter “number, 100 
will*be constricted and operated by 
private interests. The,profits from

RUBBER PLANTATION’ USES RADIO 


TO LINK AFRICA WITH OHIO 





New Short-Wave Wireless "System Connécts 
Million Acres of Rubber Trees at Liberia 
With Tire Plant at Akron 


ADIO is to connect» QOhio-with 

the Dark Continent of Africa, 

the land of Trader Horn, the 
kingdom of the lion, the hiding place 
of precious diamonds, and the soil 
in which groves of rubber. trees 
thrive in their effort to supply the 
demand for automobile tires in far- 
off America. 

Anybedy who tunes in a strange 
station one of these nights, sending 
a message from Liberia to Akron, 
Ohio, or from Akron to Liberia, need: 
not be surprised. Within a few days. 
it is expected service will open be- 
tween a new station erected on the 
roof of the Firestone Tire and Rub- 
ber Company in Akron and another 


station on the company’s rubber}- 


plantations in Africa. ‘Then daily re- 
ports and instructions will be ex- 
changed in connection with the de- 
velopment there of a million acres of 
rubber trees. The stations also will 
~rovide a direct link between Africa 
and America. 

When this organization went into 
Africa a little less than two years 
ago to grow rubber one of its.first 
troubles proved to be communica- 
tion, Mails never arrive under three 
weeks and usually come by way of 
London. The company’s forces. not 
only have had to conquer the jungle 
but the supply department at home 
was called on to furnish every piece 
of equipment from a ten-penny nail 
to a power plant, recently installed. 
And every operation required prompt 
communication. 


Second Station Planned. 

Six months ago it was determined 
to build radio stations in Akron and 
on the Du River, 4,600 miles. away, 
and about forty miles from “Mon- 
rovia, capital of Liberia. A second 
African station is to follow on the 
Cavalla River, 150 miles distant from 
the first, and situated on the sec- 
ond of the company’s large planta- 
tions. Then daily reports will be in 
order from the two principal centres 
of operation, sent direct to Akron 
almost any hour. Headquarters at 
home may know every day how the 
enterprise progresses across the At- 
lantic, in a primitive land where 
there was not a single highway a 
year ago. 

Months of experiment were neces- 
sary before R. W. Brown, head of the 
radio engineering work arrived at 
the correct combination of instru- 
ments for the Liberian service. 
Amateurs had first proved that 
short radio waves will cover astonish- 
ing distances by means of low power 
transmitters. Technical men had 
watched their efforts everywhere, 
showing that it was possible to main- 
tain radio communication over great 
distances with insignificant power, 
compared to that in general use, thus 
opening a new era in this:newest of 
sciences. 

When it was decided to open com- 
munication with Liberia by the short 
wave method the full resources of 
the engineering laboratories ‘were 
concentrated upon the problem. It. 
involved many questions: What type 
antennae was the best? What wave 
length and how much power would 
be required to maintain consistent 
communication? What type circuit 
should be used? .. ,, 

Final answers shave) not beén ‘ob- 
tained to all the questions’ growing 
out of this experiment, :which is said 
to include a number of unique con- 
ditions... But in a few months the 
engineers have learned a. great. deal 
about’ ‘tropical: transmission by 
short ‘waves. The company’s staff 
kas developed, : built, dnstalied and 
tested the “a necessary 
to connect plant and. ‘plantations, 





next, and what proved to be a diffi- 
cult problem. Apparently satisfac- 
tory results had been obtained by 
amateurs with all known types of 
circuits, having as low as one watt 
of power. But early. experiments 
soon eliminated the common types of 
simple circuits as unreliable. Then 
a-circuit using a recently developed 
seventy-five watt tube as a master 
oscillator, and two of the same tubes 
as a power amplifier, was*found to 
be capable of continuous service. It 
is believed that. replacement of the 
power amplifier with one 1,000-watt 
tube will assure dependable communi- 


cation under almost any conditions. 


Power Loss is Minimized. 


; Complete ‘shielding of each stage, 
and proper neutralization of the am- 
plifier, were important considera- 
tions. And. extreme “caution was 
necessary. to reduce losses to ‘the 


‘minimum. But. attention to these 


various factors produced a’ sharp 
and narrow wave, laying the small- 
est tax on the radio spectrum, and 
involving a minimum of interference. 
This type of transmitter is adapted 
to. the addition of crystal. controi, 
which is to be applied as soon as the 
wave length has been finally fixed. 
Crystal control and thermostatic 
temperature control offer still further 
possibilities in the reduction of space 
and interference. A complete power 
unit had to be supplied, which made 
it necessary to develop power by 
gasoline engines. . Numerous other 
precautions were necessary to tropi- 
cal..conditions and it.is likely that 
practical operation will bring about 
changes. 

The Liberian enterprise of this com- 
pany is unique in many ways. After 
the British rubber restriction meas- 
ure became effective in 1922, Harvey 
S: Firestone, head of the organiza- 
tion, sent an expedition around the 
world in. search of suitable rubber 
producing territory. Mexico, South 
America, the Philippines and. other 
quarters of the world were investi- 
gated until choice settled upon Li- 
beria, lying close to the equator, in 
the rubber belt. Soil, Government, 
natives and climates were found. to 
be friendly. But the country re- 
mained in the twentieth century just 
about as it was in the beginning. 
Monrovia lacked such conveniences 
as steamship piers; there was not a 
railroad or a highway. 


The rubber pioneers undertook’ a 
monumental task, confronted. by 
every difficulty the jungle could of- 
fer. The mere matter of shipping 
supplies overseas and.keeping the 
field force at work was a task of the 
first order. Every white man sent 
from America has drunk only Ameri- 
can mineral water since he arrived, 
each -bottle shipped thousands of 
miles. Before houses could be built 
it was necessary to have lumber, 
and lumber required a = sawmill. 
When that was erected a gasoline 
engine from home, and the gasoline 
itself had to be supplied. 

The concession of 1,000,000 acres 
will require years for development. 
In the«Jast year 20,000 ‘acres of 
jungle have been cleared and 15,000 
acres planted with 1,500,000 trees. 
Five years from the first. platting 
in 1926 the new trees will begin to 
bear. This matter of clearing the 
jungle ‘and planting trees means 
felling .the primitive. forest over 
broad areas and stripping the land 
down to the last blade of grass. 
Finally the rubber seeds go into the 
ground and culture begins,

Manufacturers Wonder 


new. push-button tuning sys- 

tem, invented by H. N. Mar- 
vin of Rye, N. Y., to replace the dial, 
have upon the radio industry? As 
one radio fan wrote last week, ‘‘Shall 
I' wait for a push-button set before I 
buy an electric outfit to replace my 
battery operated circuit?” 

“It works!”’ said a prominent radio 
manufacturer who witnessed the 
demonstration. ‘‘There are several 
types, but in one of them all you 
have to do to get a station you want 
is to push a button and bang! there 
it is. If you want WRC, instead of 
worrying your head about frequen- 
cies or kilocycles, you push Button 
4, say, and there it is,’’ 


‘This manufacturer went so far as 
to say that this invention might:revo- 
lutionize the making of receiving 
sets. However, in this at least two 
well-known Government. radio ex- 
perts disagreed with him, but, as was 
the case with the Manufacturer, who 
is one of the best known in the  Mid- 
‘dle West, asked that their names not 
be used: They said that although 
unquestionably there would be a mar- 
ket for an automatic set; they be- 
lieved*a majority of’ listeners wotild 
still prefer to do their own tuning.

Efficency of Indoor Antenna Depends Upon Location 
And Shielding Effect Caused by Building— 
Which Way Should Aerial Wire Point? .- 


By ORRIN E. DUNLAP Jr. 


UESTION—My antenna has been 
Q destroyed on several occasions. 

'I live on the third floor of a 
gseventeen-story building. What type 
of antenna should. I use with a neu- 
" trodyne receiver which has been 
modernized with power tubes? (2) 
In what direction should the an- 
tenna point in case I can run an out- 
side wire down from the roof? (3) 
What should be the length of the 
wire? (4) I live in the rear and 
must keep the lead-in near the wall 
along which numerous wires run. 
How far should I keep the wire from 
the other lead-ins?7—E. K. ANSWER 
—It may be that the wire will be too 
long to permit selective tuning if it 
is strung on the roof.and then con- 
nected with a lead-in that drops 
down fourteen floors. Try a tape 
antenna behind the: molding of the 
room, It might give superior results 
in comparison with too long an out- 
door antenna, especially with other 
wires running parallel to the lead-in. 
The only way to determine the ability 
of an indoor antenna is to try it, 
because conditions in each locality 
vary and the shielding effect is dif- 
ferent. It might be a good plan to 
try the light socket type of antenna, 
too. (2) Point the wire in the direc- 
tion you wish to favor in reception 
and connect the lead-in to that end. 
(3) One hundred feet, including the 
lead-in. (4) At least ‘three feet, and 
as much further as possible. 


QUESTION—Will alternating cur- 
rent tubes give as good volume, dis- 
tance and tone quality as battery 
operated tubes?—R: M. “ANSWER— 
Yes, providing, of course, that the 
circuit in which the A. C: tubes are 
used is properly designed. 

QUESTION—When my set is play- 
ing, all of a sudden the music will 
be very weak, but will keep up for 
about four or five minutes before it 
stops. Then I must turn the set off 
for several minutes. When it is 
turned on again it works for a few 
minutes and fades. What can be 
done to remedy this trouble?—R. F. 
ANSWER—Lither the ‘‘A”’ or ‘‘B’”’ 
battery is run down. Charge the 
“A” battery fully and test the ‘‘B’’ 
batteries with a voltmeter after they 
have been in operation for at least 
ten minutes. Batteries recuperate 
when idle and if tested after an idle 
period the reading on the voltmeter 
will be deceptive. 

QUESTION—Can I substitute a 
UX-250 or UX-120 for the UX-171 
power tube in a Radiola 177—J. C. 
ANSWER—No; the circuit is not de- 
signed to handle these tubes, and 


furthermore, the tubes.are too large |-

Volume is now much less 
and quality poorer. “Transformers 
have been replaced, but there is no 
improvement. -All accessories are in 
good condition. _Your advice on how 
to improve reception will be appre- 
ciated.—B. R. ANSWER-—If the 
tubes have been in use for a year 
or more they should be replaced with 
new ones. It may be that the loud- 
speaker is at fault.. It would be a 
good plan to try a friend’s loud- 
speaker to determine whether your 
reproducer. is-at fault. A’ new grid 
leak might help rectify the trouble. 
Be sure that the “‘B’”’ batteries are 
in good condition and be doubly sure 
that the correct ‘‘C’’ battery voltage 
is being used, otherwise the set will 
act just as you describe. A power 
tube in the last audio stage, with cor- 
rect ‘‘B’’ and ‘‘C’’ voltages, will im- 
prove tone quality in any set.

A Néw York ‘radio set’ owner 
writes: ‘‘Radio stations in and about 
New York that have invested large 
sums in erecting high-powered sta- 
tions of the highest quality must be 
reduced* in” power “becau’e) *some 
Southern or Southwestern State, 
which so far has had neither ambi- 
tion nor capital to erect a similar 
station, may want to-do so, It is 
evidently a policy of ‘what I can’t 
have you shall not.’ 


“There has been much talk latelv 
in. Congress about the great radio 
trust, &c., which they feel it their 
duty to annihilate, and so this ab- 
surd measure is proposed, evidently 
with the‘fond hope that it will be a 
slap at New York, the all-powerful. 

“Now, as a matter of fact, while 
high-power stations do give better 
quality here, they are of greater 
blessing to people living hundreds. of 
miles from New York. On last Sun- 
day night a letter was read at the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church 
which came from several miles north 


‘radio zones.of, the United States. 


‘*There. erightsaint ite: teiecmcete.titte 
using more tham 20,000 watts any- 
where,’’ said Representative E. L. 
Davis of, .Tennessee, “‘It is. not 
needed locally or on a chain... How 
do you. get, your chain programs?. 
You. don’t get the chain. programs 
direct, but, from: one of -the:near by, 
of . the . fifty-seven. chain .. stations. 
Equal. distribution is, constructive 
and not destructive, If carried into 
éffect in the spirit. in which. it..is 
proposed, there.will be far better re- 
ception throughout the country.

For in- 
stance, I understand already as a 
result of the discussion of the amend- 
ment the commission has tentatively 
agreed to grant about 48,000 watts 
power increase to the thern zone 
in response to pending applications 
from that section of the country.”’ 


Time Dividing Likely. 

Another way of equalization un- 
‘doubtedly would be through:time di- 
vision. Exclusive waves would very 
likely go bythe board,and time 
would be divided: more geferally than 
ever before, A. theory advanced is 
that, instead of having a fifty-kilo- 
watt station in a congested area, it 
may be moved to the South or some 
other unserved territory where it 
would be possible to secure’ that 
much power. One thing seems cer- 
tain—the big stations would be hit 
harder and be more restricted than 
the small ones, if for no other reason 
than that they are..closerto_.their 
Congressmen. 

A Chicago or New York Congress- 
man may have a number of stations 
to look out for, but a ‘rural Congress- 
man may have only one,--and ‘that’

The Public Mealth Service has been 
furnishmg this sort of advice since 
1922. The amount of work has 
increased, and the Tublic Health 
Service has often rendered great as- 
sistance to vessels at sea in meed of 
medical aid. Advice by ratio is fur- 
nished from the United States marine 
hospitals of the Public Health Ser 
Vicé, the Atlantic Coast being served 
from New York City, the Gulf af 
Mexico from Key, West, New Orleans 
and Gelveston, ana the Pacific Coast 
from San Branciacé. On the Great 
Lakes the marine hospitals at Chit 
cago and Cleveland, and the relief 
station at Sault Ste. Marie give med- 
ical assistance by radio.

‘The world has been explored from 
pole to pole; its resources have been 
charted,’’ said Professor East at the 
recent Geneva conference on popula- 
tion. ‘‘The seas are dotted» with ships; 
the lands are meshed with railways. 
Peoples have become ~ néighbors 
whether they wished to or not: In 
a century of industrialization the pop- 
‘ylation of the world has risensfrom 
900,000,000 to 1,850,000,000;° an .in- 
crease probably greater than in any 
previous age. Those who keep track 
of rapidly risiig.census returns and 
the diminishing reserves of arable 
land certainly do mot laugh at thé 
problem. * °°* Science finds no 
flaw in Darwin’s theory that civiliza- 
tion, “enhances fertility.”’ 

Germany’s birth rate has_ fallen 
lately ‘to about the point at which 
that of France rests normally. Both 
are now about 19.5 per 1,000 of -pop- 
ulation per,year. That‘of Italy is 
approximately 28.2 per 1,000, that of 
Great Britain’17.8..
